Dr. Timothy R. Jenncy presented a pop 
quiz Wednesday at the Hampton Roads 
Chamber of Commerce Virginia Beach 
chapter's annual "Slate of the School" 
breakfast at the Etouble Tree Hotel. 

Participants took the quiz using 
keypads on their tables. Their answCTs 
were tabulated instantly and 
anonymously and presented on a large 
screen through the Group Interactive 
Feedback Technology or GIpT System. 



The school systems uses the system 
regularly with staff, parent and other 
citizens groups to provide quick aid 
useful information. 

Jenney used the device to demonsuate 
the changing wwld of today's students.

More than 900 residents from all across

How sweet it isn't 

American Diabetes Month Is a national 
campaign to remind people about the serious 
effects of diabetes. 

More than 195.011 Virginians deal with 
diabetes on a dally basis. If the disease is not 
treated properly, many of them may face 
blindness and amputations. 

Throughout the United States, more than 
5.4 million people are unaware that they have 
the disease. 

Diabetes is the seventh leading cause of 
death in the U.S. 

Diabetes is a disease in which the body does 

not produce or properly use insulin, a 

•hormone that is needed to convert sugar, 

starches and other food Into energy needed 

for daily life. 

Many people first become aware that they 
have diabetes when they develop one of its 
life-threatening complications, such as these: 

■ Blindness. Each year more than 12.000 
persons lose their sight because of diabetes. 

■ Kidney disease. Diabetes is the leading 
cause of end-stage renal disease (kidney 
failure). 

■ Nerve disease and amputations. 
Approximately 60 to 70 percent of diabetics 
have mild to severe forms of diabetic nerve 
damage. In severe formd. this can lead to 
lower limb amputations. 

■ Heart disease and stroke. Diabetics are 
two to four times more likely to have heart 
disease or to suffer a stroke. 

■ Impotence. Men with diabetes over the 
age of 50 have impotence rates as high as 50 
to 60 percent. 

To help yourself and family members deal 
with the risks of diabetes, it's important to 
become aware and informed. 

Check with your doctor if you exhibit any of 
the following warning signs: 

■ Frequent urination. 

■ Unusual thirst. 

■ Extreme hunger. 

■ Unusual weight loss. 

■ Extreme fatigue. 

■ Irritability. 

■ Frequent infections. 

■ Blurred vision. 

■ Cuts/bruises that are slow to heal. 

■ Tingling/numbness in the hands or feet. 

■ Recurring skin, gum or bladder infections. 

There are several types of diabetes. 

Type 1 diabetes is an autoimmune disease In 
which the body does not produce any insulin. 
This type occurs most often in children and 
young adults. 

Type 2 diabetes is a metabolic disorder 
resulting from the body's inability to make 
enough or properly use insulin. This is its 
most common form. A prevalence of obesity 
and a sedentary lifestyle have contributed to 
an alarming increase In Its occurrence. 

Gestational diabetes develops In two to five 
percent of pregnancies but disappears when 
the pregnancy ends. 

Other types of diabetes result from a 
number of causes, whether genetic, surgically 
Induced, drugs, malnutrition or other 
Illnesses. 

But whatever type of diabetes prevails, there 
is one fact that is certain. 

Diabetes affects young and old, black and 
white, males and females.

Mark Warner has been a feature 
in Virginia politics for more than a 
decade. Warner has been a membo- 
of the Commonwealth 
Transportation Board and chairman 
of the Virginia Democratic Party. 
But before Warner was in 
leadership positions in the political 
world, he built a fortune in tte 
cellular phone business. 

Warner ran a strong race for the 
U.S. Senate just two years ago, 
but came up short. He has found 
another way to serve, however, 
using his business expertise to 
bring economic development to the 
people of rural Virginia. 

Warner has brought together 
more than 70 investors and fomied 
a $S million venture capital fund to 
help entrepreneurs start compani^, 
preferably high tech, in Southwest 
Virginia. VenUue capital funds talffi 
investors money and use it to buy 
into start-up companies that need 
ready cash to get into business. 

Warner's venture capital fund, 
called Southwest One, will create 
jobs for rural Virginians and retmn 
profits to its investors. 

"We've never had a venture 
capital fund of this dimension — 
of any dimension — foctsed 
solely on Southwest Virginia," 



said Warner Dalhouse, fonnerchef 
executive officer of First Union 
National Bank of Virginia. "I think 
this will be a catalytic influence for 
WestCTti Virginia." 

The roughly 70 private investors 
put in approximately $50,000 a 
piece. Warner also persuaded 
several institutions to join the 
venture. The Radford University 
Foundation put in $250,000, 
Roanoke College is into the fund 
for $100,000 and the Virginia Tedi 
Foundation put in the most funds, 
with $500,000. 

Southwest Virginia has a high 
unemployment rate, in many 
counties in the double digits. Over 
the past 30 years, assistance from 
the state government has declined 
in proportion to the region's 
decreasing population and political 
clout. 

Virginia Tech vice president for 
finance Ray Smoot summed it all 
up saying, "there's an increasing 
realization that we're going to have 
to take charge of our own future in 
Southwest Virginia." 

This comer of rural Vii^inia has 
the natural resources and talent 
pool to be attractive to new 
industries, but too often, natives of 
rural Virginia leave for hi^er 
paying jobs in Northern Virginia 



or otho- urban areas. 

Thomas Dexter, an investment 
banker in Arlington, said his firm 
is supporting Warner's venture in 
part to help halt a "brain drain" 
from the region's colleges, whose 
graduates with high-tech skills are 
taking jobs out of state. 

"There's a huge education base 
here," Dexter said. "We're watching 
these engineering graduates go to 
Silicon Valley luid we want to keep 
them in Virginia. This area is a 
breeding ground for talented 
engineos." 

With Virginia Tech as a base fior 
high-tech talent, the Southwest 
One Fund has identified a ready- 
made source of engineers for tiK 
high-tech firms they hope to 
support in rural Virginia. 

Mark Warner has found a way to 
use his skills as a business man to 
make a real difference in the lives 
of rural Virginians. His Southwest 
One venture is helping Southwest 
Virginians invest in their own 
futures. 

With private-sector efforts like 
Mark Warner's, and action in our 
state capitol to improve educaticxi 
and health care in rural Virginia, 
we may yet be able to bring the 
promise of the new economy to 
rural Virginians.

"I like to help people, that's what got me 
into medKine," said Dr. Kenneth St. Andre. 
"I look for oiqx>rtunities to really help 
people and thought that the on>ortunity to 
do that here was bigger than at Anthem 
(Athem Alliance Health Insurance Compa- 
ny)," he added. 

St Andre may be PcHtsmouth's new health 
director, but it's not the first time he's 
worked there. 

While in the Navy, St. Andre completed 
his anesthesiology residency at the 
Portsmouth Naval Hospital. 

Later, as director of the Advanced Hospi- 
tal Corps, he was responsible for training 
medical corpsmen who serve on small sur- 
face ships which have no physicians on 
board. 

When St. Andre entered medical school, 
he thought he wanted to become a neurosur- 
geon, but turned to anesthesiology instead.

St. Andre learned from him that "the old 
tried and true stuff is true." 

In Portsmouth, St. Andre is looking to find 
out what the city's real health issues are 
and which of them need to be addressed. He 
plans to weigh the issues to come up with 
strategies for dealing with them. 

"What I'm trying to do is make the con- 
tacts with organizations and individuals who 
are community leaders. 

"I'd like to talk with PTAs and church 
groups, that's how you hear from people," 
he said. 

As a certified quality engineer, St. Andre 
said he truly believes in listening to what 
the customer wants. 

"I'll be challenging the managers here to 
define who are the customers-principally 
the community," said St. Andre. 

His message to Portsmouth: "I'd really 
like to know what people's concerns are. 
What are the health issues that they want us 
to pay attention to?"

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Developing a taste for Japanese Tea

Gifted students at Old Donation 
Center treated their {»rents, 
teachers and themselves to a slke 
of Japanese culture with a 
simulated Japanese Tea Thiffsday as 
ihey celebrated the end of their first 
nine- weeks of classroom study. 

The groups of students presented 
five minute presentations of 
Japanese poetry, music, the^re and 
food in addition to the tea 
ceremony itself. 

The children also di^yed 
individual samples of their woric 
including haiku diaries, scrolls and 
Japanese tea bowls. A ccwnpuier 
slide show of more of their 
completed work was available for 
viewing. 

'The kids did this by 
themselves," explained teacher Ann 
Colorado, "We just tweaked it here 
a.nd there." 

Acxording to Colorado, two fifth 
grade classes joined to study 
Japanese culuire and integrated their 
study into the areas of language 
arts, science, social studies, 
geography, art, music and 
technology. 



In language arts, me students 
followed the entire r^earch process 
complete with note cards and 
outlines. 

"The research papers included a 
typed final copy with a 
bibliography, peer editing and 
teacher conferencing," she said. 
'The students Imd to do the research 
before they could begin." 

The youngsters also wiwe 
massive amounts of Haiku, a fonm 
of Japanese poetry about nature. 
Haiku poetry uses high impact 
words. The poeuy is usually three 
lines long, and uses words in a 5-7- 
5 syllable per line rhythm. 

For example, Jennifer Galgano's 
reads: 

"Exploding geyser 

Glistening in the new light 

Water in the air." 

Students also walked through 
nature and photographed their 
favorite scenes with a digital 
camera. They then placed the 
photos on the computers and 
customized them with sound cards 
and digital imaging. The final 
touch was adding their haikus to 
the program for a slide show. 

"In art, the kids learned to carve

their own block stamps, oe^ 
bamboo drawings and mold their 
own tea cups," Q)Iorado explained. 
"The Haiku diaries were also peer 
edited and the final copies were 
made into an illuSiated acconUon 
book." 

The fifth graders choreognqshed 
the presentations for the parents, 
built their own musical 
instruments and made the masks 
fw theatre. 

They also sought advice fixMn 
local adults who have lived in 
Japan. The children incorpoiatni 
their experiences into the work. 
Students even provided their own 
costumes and makeup. 

It is the flrst year of the program. 
There are 400 children in the gifted 
school, 100 per grade in grades 2 
through S. 

"The kids have grown quite a bit 
since the beginning of the year," 
said Eric Helke, another Hfth grade 
teacher. "Using the fish bowl 
technique, they are now learning to 
takes turns. At the beginning, diey 
all wanted to be chiefs." 

Student Woody Gordon agreed. 
Adjusting to the high level of 
student participation took time. 

"It's a lot different here," he said. 
"Everybody's smart. Everybody is 
used to being a lead«- in their home 
schools. We had to get used to 
that." 

The fish bowl technique is a 
process used NASA. The stuctents 
chose which group they wanted to 
be in and brainstormed. 

The smallest group then stood in 
the middle of their peers and 
presented the ideas. Students adced 
questions, made suggestions and 
offered input on how to 
successfully complete the process. 
Each group took a turn in the fish 
bowl. 

The teachers modemed the ftsh 
bowl process, but the students did 
the work. 

Gordon is excited about his new 
school. His group demonstrated 
how food is served in a Jqnnese 
restaurant They giggled when they 



spilled the green tea backstage. Yex 
no one became upset when things 
didn't turn out as perfectly as 
planned 

"The best part was getting it over 
with," he said with a big grin. 
"And the down side was definitely 
the research paper." 

Parents are also pleased with the 

school. Laureen Galgano 

' volunteers in the classroom and 

shares her expertise in computers 

with the stud^ts. 

"It's an incredible onxxtunity for 
children," she said. "Jennifa Qxx 
daughter) was so excited about 
coming here. The work load is a 
lot, but what she is gaining from it 
is worth it." 

Galgano sees the children finally 
working t(%ether and oijoying each 
other's individuality and creativity. 
Back in the home school, thae was 
competitiveness and they were 
often made fun of for getting 
straight A's. 

Teachers are also pleased. They 
see students who love school and 
are eager to learn. The teactos 
provide the direction and 
opportunity for students to expand 
their minds and explore their world. 

"This is wonderfiil," Colorado 
said.

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It takes three generations to prepare church dinner

Sigma residents understand that it 
takes a community to raise a child 
and it takes three generations to 
prepare and serve dinner for 300 
people. 

So, when the members <rf 
Tabernacle Methodist Church at 
1265 Sandbridge Rd, host one of 
the large community feasts that 
they've become famous for, they 
take the time to teach their children 
to help. 

Right now. everyone at the small 
Sandbridge Road Church is busy 
getting ready for the 21st annual 
colonial dinner, scheduled fw 
Saturday, Nov. 14 from 4 p.m. to 
7 p.m. This event, which is qjen 
to the public, usually draws about 
300 residents from across southside 
Hampton Roads. 

To prepare dinner for Uiat many 
guests, the members cook eight 
hams and 10 turkeys, bake 60 pies, 
20 cakes, and a ton of combtead 
and rolls. 

Then, they have to cook enough 
collards, snap beans, corn pudding 
and sweet potatoes for a crowd of 
people hungry for country-fresh 
vegetables. And there are pies, 
cakes and cookies to be baked for 
the bake sale, crafts to make for the 
bazaar and tables and chairs to be 
set up. 

Of course, somebody has to wait 
tables and clean up. That's a 

lot of work for a small 
congregation, and that's why 
everyone in this small church 
pitches in and helps. 

Organization and inter- 
generational cooperation are the 
key, according to members Sue 
Foy and Ann Henley, who are 
helping to organize the event 

"We have several families that 
have three generations in the 
family that help," Ann said. 

Their contributions can be traced 
through the generations, from oUer 
members whose recipes are still 



faidifully followed, to the youngest 
child who is just learning to take 
out the trash. 

Everyone helps, including those 
who have spent their whole lives 
in the church and those who 
recently moved into the growing 
community. 

"I cook the ham, and I do 
anything they want, anything they 
ask me to do," said Mary Cooper, a 
life-long church member. 

"We have a wonderful time," 
added Juanita Watson, who is a 
more recent arrival at the church.

"I make the com pudding and two 
pecan pies, and I'll bake something 
for the bake sale," said Watson. 

"We have several generations 
now that grew up in the church," 
Sue said. "And you can trace it 
through. They start as little kids, 
picking up the trash, then they 
waiu-ess or bus tables. Then they 
cook and help serve, and our 
members who arc older and can't 
stand for very long work at die 
bazaar and bake sale." 

The members who are unable to 
cook make a fmancial contribution 
to help offset the cost of the ham 
and turkeys. Those who can cook 
several days before the feast baking 
and cooking vegetables. "Some 
people labor for days," Ann said. 
"Those who bake everything from 
scratch or make crafts will be 
wOTking for days." 

The ladies of the church are well 
known for their culinary skills. 
Some items sell before they evo- 
hit the shelves at the bake sale. 



"When Mrs. Lucille Capps 
makes her several layer cake (ja 
yellow cake with chocolate icing) 
everyone fights over who will buy 
it," Ann said. 

This year, the ladies will also 
sell their cookbook, "Through the 
Generations," that includes recipes 
passed down dirough the church's 
168-year history. 

Members still meet in the 
picturesque white clapboard 
building that the early members 
built in 1830. Their sentiment for 
this building inspired the first 
colonial dinner in 1977. 

At that time, the old building had 
deteriorated so badly that services 
were conducted in a newer brick 
building, built in 1970. The church 
members were unwilling to give 
up die original building, but the 
restoration costs seemed 
overwhelming for such a small 
congregation. 

Two ladies, Etta Mae Land and 
June Morris, who were 
spearheading the church's fund- 
raising, decided that a community- 
wide dinner would be just the thing 
to boost the restoration project. 

The church already had a tradition 
of preparing fund-raising meals that 
sprang from the lunches served at 
the annual Lotus Luncheon each 
July. 

That event began in the 1950s to 
honor the native American lotus 
that bloomed in the pond next to 
the church. For the colonial dinner, 
the church members decided, the 
focus should be on history and 
tradition. 

The menu at die colonial dinner 
features traditional local fare, the 
room is lit by kerosene lamps, and 
the servers dress in early 
nineteenth-century clothing. 

As a fund-raiser, the event has 
been extremely successful. Last 
year, "we made $800 just on the 
baked goods alone," Ann said. 

The event has had the addad 
benefit of pulling church members, 
and their friends around Hampton 



Roads, together. "We get senior 
citizens from First Colonial Inn," 
Ann said. "And we lave 
Methodists from Norfolk and 
Chesapeake who come." 

"People are amazed that such a 
little church can do so much," she 
added. Efficiency and cooperation 
are part of the tradition, she and 
Sue said. 

Still, kids are going to be kids 
even when they're dressed in 
nineteenth century clothes and 
carrying on a community tradition. 
The kids at Tabonaclework hard, 
but they can't resist a little gender 
rivalry and bickering. 

"I've been a waitress for two 

years," said 12-year-oId June Davis. 
"It gets really hectic, doing it for 
three hours. The boys are su;^$ed 
to be busboys, but usually we (die 
girls) end up doing evaything." 

Everydiing, Uiat is, except cook. 
Because not everyone undostaids 
how to cook traditional food, the 
congregation still relies on recipes 
passed down from the dkr 
members. Listed below is their 
time-tried recipe for baking a 
country ham, donated by E(ha 
Grimstead and included in dieir 
recent cookbodc. 

Pepper coated country ham 

Wash and scrub die ham. Cover 
with water. Let soak at least 
overnight. Place in roaster, skin 
side up wiUi five to seven cups of 
water. Cover roaster tightly. Place 
in 350-degreeoven, then turn die 
oven to 500 degrees for 15 
minutes. After 15 minutes, turn 
the oven off and leave for diree 
hours. Then turn the oven on to 
500 degrees again for only 15 
minutes. Leave the ham in die 
oven for six to eight hours. Do not 
open door once ham has been 
placed in die oven.

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17th century legend and lore come alive 
during Adam Thoroughgood House tour

Costumed interpreters uslmed 
Adam Thoroughgood House guests 
on eerie evening candlelight tours 
of ihe historic 17th century 
Virginia home as part of the annual 
Legend, Lore, & Lunacy: Folklore 
and Superstitions of the 17th 
Century program. 

Shrouded in darkness, except for 
candle, cresset and firelight, the 
ancient house and environs saved 
as the consummate setting to 
explore and examine the origins of 
17ih century folklore and 
superstition that have been such an 
. iniegral part of our ccmlcmporary 
culture. 

Superstition in 17th century 
colonial Virginia was rooted in fear 
- fear of the unknown. 

One clement of apprehension in 
early 17th century settlers was that 
1)1 change. People feared change. 

The New World, Virginia, was 
tilled with strange animals, 
unfamiliar plants, and exotic 
|x;ople. Virginia was not England, 
and colonists had to adjust to that 
fact or perish. 

A second component of their 
an.xiciy involved their future, 
which also embraced the unknown. 
Familiar English superstitions as 
well as those learned from the local 
culture offered those early colonists 
a degree of comforting assurance 
that they — by both will-power 
and ritual — could influence their 
fate for good or evil. 

Historic interpreter Nancy Baker 
was available to provide insight 
into Ihe mindset of those early 
transplanted Englishmen. 

"Superstition relates to what you 
don't understand...and people didn't 
understand a lot in the 17th 
century," Baker said. 

"They didn't know why the crq)s 
died, why the cow went dry. They 
didn't know about germs and

diseases when »>mebody was ill. 
So everything had a superstition," 
she explained. 

"In our research on foods and 
flowers," said Baker, "we kept 
coming up with all these 
superstitions, and we ended up with 
this tour." 

Superstitions that irtvolve seeing 
black cats, walking under a ladder, 
and breaking a looking glass all 
have their origins in medieval 
England. 

"So when the people came from 
England during the 1600's, the 
Jamestown period, they brought all 
those beliefs and superstitions with 
them," Baker said. 

"It's interesting, here it is 1998, 
and we're still using those same 
superstitions," she added. 

Bakffl- acknowledged that the early 
colonists were very religious but 
were extremely superstitious as 
well. "I think they were playing 
both sides. They were not taking 
any chances," Baker laughed. 

Belief in witches and 
witchcraft was among the most 
prominent 17th century 
superstitions. If something 
unfortunate happened (hat defiaiall 
reason and experience, people felt 
compelled to attribute it to 
something. Frequently witchcraft 
provided an acceptable explanation. 

"If there was a lady in the 
community that someone was 
jealous of or didn't like, they couU 
say, 'She's a witch. She did it,'" 
observed Baker. 

"Grace Sherwood, this is 
documented, was the famous witch 
in this area, the Witch of Pungo, 
Baker said. "She was tried at 
Witchduck Point." 

Infants, in particular, were 
believed to be in such peril from 
witches that extraordinary steps 
were often taken to provide for 




their security. 

The baby cradle in the parlor of 
the Thoroughgood House contained 
a Bible, a salted crust of bread, aid 
a knife to protect the baby fnxn 
witches when visitoi^ came to see 
the newborn. 

The Bible and salted bread, 
^cording to 17th century 
superstition, rqielled witches; the 
knife wouW "cut" any wantoing 
spells that might be cast upon the 
child. 

"You'd think with all those 
things in the cradle to protect it 
that it would be hard to put the 
baby in there," said Baker. "But 
that's something they did to i»x)tect 
the child," she assured visitors. 

Cedar trees served as additimtal 
protection from witches. It was 
customary to plant a cecto tree near 
the front door to keep witches at 
bay. 

Witches, it was believed, coukl 
not enter a house without first 
counting every needle on a cedar 
tiee. Since that proposition was so 
tedious and time consuming, most 
witches, at least in theory, tended 
to avoid safeguarded houses 
altogether. It was also presumed 
that even a witch with a little time 
on her hands would eventually lose 
count or interest. 

"Cedar keeps witches away. It 
you want witches not to bother 
you, have cedar in and around your 
house," Baker smiled. "It sort of 
brings you good liKk." 

Interpreter Anna HoUoway 
entertained Thoroughgood House 
guests with stories and fortune 
telling around a bonfire. 

"Reginald Scot wrote "The 
Discovery of Witchcraft" in 1584. 
He was a debunker," noted 
Holloway. 

Scot, according to HoUoway, 
thought it was ridiculous to believe 
in witches and sought to prove that 
witches did not exist. Although 
Scot tried to expose witchcraft as 
pure fantasy, he didn't quite 
succeed. 

"Unfortunately, in the 1580s, 
there was still enough belief in 
witchcraft and things magical that 
he really was not as successful as 
he would have liked to have been," 
Holloway acknowledge. 

What eventually brought dboai 
the demise of the belief in 
witchcraft, Holloway contended, 
was the advent of scientific 
discovery and the emergence of 
insurance companies. 

"More and more scientific 
discovoies are being made, so you 
can prove why a certain thing 
happens scientifically," said 
Holloway. "And the other thing is 
the rise of insurance companies," 
she noted. 

"In the mid- to late- 17th century, 
you could buy insurance; therefore, 
if your house burned down under 
suspicious circumstances, 
insurance would pay for it," 
Holloway explained. "You didn't 
have to accuse anyone of 
witchcraft" 

"If you can't explain something 
in a normal way, then a 
supernatural way is good," allowed 
Holloway. "And it does supply 
security." 

"When you start having scientific 
explanations and ways of 
compensating yourself for yair 
losses, that provides the security 
that superstition gave you before," 
Holloway observed. "But super- 
stition never really dies out — 
obviously."

Grace Sherwood, the Witch of 
Pungo, intrigued TiKKoughgood 
House visitors with her fu-st person 
account of the late witches' trials 
and tribulations in old Prim^ss

Anne County. 

When queried about the nature of 
witchcraft and accusations against 
her, Grace Sherwood refused to 
admit any personal involvement. 

"Only what I've heard others tell 
tales of," Sherwood cackled. 1 
done been accused of it, but it ain't 
so." 

Sherwood contended that she was 
unjustly accused and tried for 
witchcraft because of jealousy and 
fear. 

"It ain't so! People accused me 
because I am a beautiful woman 
and they was jealous of me," 
Sherwood responded with 
vehemence. 

"Besides that, I think for myself. 
In my day, t'wern't nobody 
supposed to think for themselves. 
They were supposed to follow 
custom and do what everybody else 
did," she said. 

"1 don't believe in that!" 
Sherwood added. "I don't hold no 
truck with folks that can't think fa* 
themselves." 

The Witch of Pungo became 
exceptionally agitated when adoed 
specifically about her neighbors 
and their allegations that she sailed 
to England in an eggshell aid 
danced naked in the moonlight with 
the Devil. 

"I didn't do no dancin' in the 
moonlight, not naked, not around 
them mosquitoes," Sherwood 
insisted. "Do you think I'm 
crazy?" she a^ed. 

Eventually, Sherwood was 
pardoned by Gov. Alexander 
Spotswood. 

"After seven years in jail, it was 
time to be pardoned," said 
Sherwood angrily. "But it couW 
have been worse. If I didn't know 
how to swim, it could have been a 
whole lot worse." 

Karen Boatwright, the matager 
of the Adam Thoroughgood House, 
seemed pleased wiUi the number of 
guests that had participated in the 
evening entertainments and 
festivities: storytelling, bobbing 
for apples, house tours, bonfire, 
and refreshments. 

"Everyone seems to be having a 
good time, as always." Boatwright 
observed. 

"We've had people calling for 
this tour that they remembered 
from past years. So it's kind of a 
IcKal favorite," Boatwright (ifaed. 
"Some people dklnt have 
reservations, they're coming 
because they happoiedto catch it 
in the p^ier." 

The Legend, Lore, & Lunacy: 
Folklore and Superstitions of the 
17 th Century lour can be a 
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controversial concept according to 
Thoroughgood House Manager 
Boatwright. The topics of 
superstition and witchcraft foster a 
variety sentiments. Some feel that 
such an event promotes things that 
are evil ami ina{pt)priate. 

"We aren't promoting anything 
odier i historical fact. 

jtition was a very big part 
ty life in the 17th century," 
ntained Boatwright. 
"Superstitions continue...! dai't 
think people realize how far back 
they go and where they cane 
from," she said. "All we're doing 
is ediKating people in a fun way."

Originally a college volunteer, 
she was .so deeply moved by her 
experiences that she changed her 
college major from physical 
therapy to special education. 

She's never regretted her 
choice. 

"You get so much more out of 
the program than you put into it 
from the athletes," Rooney said 
enlhusiaslically. 

Why attend the competition? 

"Our motto of sports, spirit and 
splendor will be exhibited all 
weekend," said the volunteer. 

Expect to see a combination of 
competition and camaraderie 
between teammates and different 
teams, said Rooney. 

"They're very competitive^ 
always shake hands at the end of 
a game," she explained. 

Several gold-medal winners 
from these tournaments may 
advance to the 1999 Special 
Olympics World Games, which 
will be held in the Raleigh- 
Durham-Chapel Hill triangle of 
North Carolina next summer. 

Special Olympics Virginia 
provides year-round sports 
training and athletic competition 
for more than 12,000 Chilian and 
adults with mental disabilities. 

The organization receives no 
federal funding and relies on 
private and ccnporate support as 
well as the efforts of almost 
20,000 volunteers. 

Rooney, a special education 
teacher at Plaza Middle School, 
said, "For Special Olympics we 
look for people with some 
athletic experience in a spoil as 
well as for people who would just 
like to work with the athletes."

divorced and I thought my dad 
didn'tlove me. He seldom wrote to 
me and he forgot my birthdays." 

David said he had been through 
the "just say no" programs, so he 
thought he would never do drugs. 
But he was shy, and the other kids 
made fun of him at school. And it 
was only when his one "good" 
friend offered him drugs that he 
accepted. 

"I figured he wouldn't like me 
anymore." he said. 

Soon David felt pretty good 
about himself. People seemed to 
like him more and he became "die 
life of the party." 

When the downhill slide began, 
he didn't recognize it, nor did he 
care. His grades dropped. He took 
pills that affected his heart. He 
went to rehabilitation and teamed if 
he just acted "good," they would let 
him out. 

Then David's mother sent him to 
Teen Challenge. A tough religious- 
based program. Teen Challenge has 
an 80 percent success rale 
worldwide. Youngsters confront 
their issues. Their peers and 
counselors help them deal with 
them. 

"What I needed was Jesus," David 
said. "He showed me I'm wwth 
something. He gave me the love I 
was looking for in my friend." 

Teen Challenge was just one of 
the organizations represented at the 
event. There are many partners in 
the war apinst drugs. 

Narcotics Anonymous offered 
help for all kinds of addictions. 
City police deparUnents provided 
drug awareness and |xevention 
programs in the schools through 
D.A.R.E. 



Also each city provides 
opportunities and alternatives for 
youth, such as 'Teen Power" a new 
organizarion in South Norfolk. 
Home drug test kits were available 
on site. Even representatives of the 
Coast Guard were handing out (bug 
information. 

But the ones who provided the 
biggest anti-drug information and 
influence were the parents. Patrice 
Berkley brought four chiUren.ages 
10, 8, 7 and 2, to the event 

"We came to help reinforce what 
we're teaching our kids about drug 
awareness," she said.

are not ignored, he said. 

A school for 400 gifted students 
opened in September at (Md 
Donation Center. Also, the gifted 
resource program has expanded in 
each school. 

The Virginia Beach school 
system has concentrated on 
"making reading a top priority, 
especially at the elementary levels 
using proven and s&ndardized 
apim»ches, such as phonics," saki 
Jenney. 

Students are also being taught a 
new prc^^m of American 
Citizenship, which includes ethics 
of honesty and integrity. 

Jenney said "The two biggest 
challenges facing the school 
systems today was the refeioidiBn 
on Tuesday, and ad^qHing 
Virginia's new Standard of 
Learning requirements." 

"The referendum was essential to 
provide equity across the boanl," 
Jenney said. 

In addition to updating libraries, 
the money would have been used 
for the new schools that are needed 
and are being built. 

Existing schools also need to 
install proper lighting in 
classrooms, fix leaky roofs, rqKur 
outdated and improperiy c^jerating 
heating and air conditioning 
systems, provide proper teaching 
space, remodel restrooms and 
install wiring for new technology. 

Turning to the other challenge, 
Jenney said the new Standards of 
Learning (SOLs) objectives take 
"inordinate amounts of time." 

"For example, the teachers are 
currently in training for the use of 
the technology." he said. 'They 
work hard and there is a lot of 
anxiety." 

He estimated that it will tidce 
about three years to adjust to the 
new objectives set by the SOLs. 

A repcMt card on each individual 
school will be prepared. Jenney 
feels the report card is not only a 
bold innovation, but a necessary 
accountability to the school 
system's custtaners. 

Al Wilder, principal at 
Brookwood Elementary, ^recd 
with the public demand for 
accountability, but he also 
empathized with the teachers. 

"Increased accountability means 
inoeased demands," he said. "But 
teachers always rise to theocxaaon 
because they have the best interest 
of the childroi at heart" 

Jenney is not afraid of the 
challenges facing the system. 

During his employment as 
superintendent, he has created a 
partnership with Tidewater 
Community College to c(mstructa 
$23 million high tech training 
facility; reduced student dropout 
rate by 23 percent; redesigned 
budgeting and expense control 
policies; and paid off $12.1 million 
in inherited debt 

He has pushed otho- initiatives as 
well. He secured two financial 
management awards; restructured 
the media and communication 
departments into a multi-media 
public relations group; instituted 
Malcom Baldridge Quality 
initiatives in strategic planning, 
school-based operations, staff 
training and employee 
negotiations; and built/opoied three 
schools with four more under 
constriKtion.

Run the light, run the risk

Cameras may be watching out fof ted 
light runners at some of the city's most 
accident-prone intersections if City 
Council approves a staff proposal for a 
red light camera system. 

The technology for monitoring and 
enforcing red light violations is availabte 
and state laws have been enacted which 
permit the use of such a system. 

But even if Uie city amends its code to 
allow the photo-monitoring system, 
Clarence Wamstaff, acting public works 
director, said that the system would not 
go into effect until the year 2000. 

The main objective, Wamstaff said, is 
to reduce traffic accidents caused when 



motorists disregard red lights at trafTic 
signals. With these types of violations, 
the potential for right angle xcidents 
continues to prevail, according to a staff 
report. These accidents have a higher rate 
of injuries smd increased property dam^ 
compared to other types of accidents. 

The staff report pointed out that the 
Insurance Institute on Highway Safety 
has shown through studies that tte 
reduction in red light violations 
associated with the implementation of a 
red light camera system is around 40 
percoiL 

City Manager James K. Spore h^ 
recommended that fixed costs of 
$338,000 be funded through the capital 
improvement program and a special 



revenue operating budget be created with 
an initial appropriation of $1,270,000 
with the services provided under a 
contract arrangemoiL 

R. Michael Greenwood, civil engine^' 
in the traffic engineering bureau, told 
City Council at a work session Tuesday 
that the traffic bureau gets numerous 
complaints about red light violations. 

In Fair&Z, the first Virginia 
locality to adopt the program, the led 
light violation rate was redtKedafier 
camera enforcement began — 
approximately 7 percent after three 
months and 44 percent after one yew. 

Increased compliance spilled over at 
intersections which were not equq^ied 



with cameras, according to a sttidy 
|M-epared by the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety. 

The system works by using high speed 
cameras which interface with the traffic 
signal. The system (fctects a red light 
violation and records how long the led 
light was in effect when the violation 
oo^uned. 

The high speed camera takes pictures 
which identify the vehicle type and area 
license plate. A citation with the 
photograph is mailed to the regi^oed 
owner of the vehicle. TTie fine would be 
no more than $50.

The American Cancer Society organized the 
first Great American Smokeout in 1977. 
Smokers tried to quit for one day to prove 
they could do it. 

The smokeout takes place each year on the 
third Thursday of November. This year, mark 
Nov. 19 on your calendar. 

In case you wondered why you should quit 
for a day, and perhaps start a lifelong trend, 
consider this. 

According to the American Cancer Society, 
cigarettes and their smoke contain more than 
4.000 chemicals. Including 43 known to 
cause cancer. Many of these chemicals are 
added to the cigarette during its production. 

Nicotine occurs naturally In tobacco. It does 
not cause cancer, but it does promote a 
lifelong addiction which many say is tougher 
to break than heroin. 

Smoking increases the risk of respiratory 
diseases such as emphysema, chronic 
bronchitis and chronic pulmonary disease. 

Smokers have twice the risk of dying of 
heart attacks as do nonsmokers. 

In addition to its many health risks, there 
are other facts to consider when you, family 
or friends smoke. 

The habit causes premature wrinkling of the 
skin, bad breath, makes clothes and hair 
smell bad and causes nails to turn yellow.

■ Quitting smoking decreases the risk of 
lung cancers, heart disease, stroke, chronic 
lung diseases, and respiratory Illnesses. 

■ Ex-smokers have few health complaints 
and a reduced rate of bronchitis and 
pneumonia. 

■ Women who stop smoking before 
becoming pregnant or during the first 
trimester of prenancy reduce their risk of 
having a low birthwelght baby to that of 
women who have never smoked. 

Successful quitting takes planning and 
commitment, not luck. 

But only you can decide for yourself.

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Colonial Parkway: the highway to heaven 




Out in 
Left Field

For those who have an abiding 
interest in American colonial history, 
eastern Virginia is nirvana and Colo- 
nial Parkway is the highway to heaven 
— especially in the autumn of the 
year. 
It's simply impossible to find a 
more sce- 
nic, more 
historic 23- 
mile stretch 
ofroadthiui 
Colonial 
Parkway. 
The cooler 
seasonal 
tempera- 
tures and 
colorful au- 
tumn foli- 
age can 
make a 
pleasant 
outing no 
less than 
..^— — ^— ^^ spectacu- 
lar. 
Colonial National Historical Park 
spans 175 years of American colo- 
nial history from the establishmentof 
the first permanent English settle- 
ment in America on Jamestown Is- 
land to the battlefield at Yorktown 
where American independence was 
won. 

Colonial Parkway is the remark- 
able strand that connects these two 
celebrated historic sites. 

In addition, this phenomenal drive 
passes literally within a stone's throw 
of Colonial Williamsburg. 

The York and James rivers, as- 
sorted creeks, and tree lined perim- 
eters help to keep civilization at arms 
lengih, making the drive scenic as 
well as relaxing. Where civilization 
does encroach, the bridges and over- 
passes are concealed with colonial 
brick laid in English bond which helps 
to minimize the intrusion. 

Pulling out of the parking lot at the 
Yorktown V isitor' s Center and heal- 
ing northwest on Colonial Parkway 
bound for Jamestown Island is a little 
bit like traveling back in tin^ in the 
privacy of your own horseless car- 
riage. H.G. Wells would have loved 
it 

On a sunny autumn day, tnilliant 
colored leaves fall from oak, maple, 
and poplar b^ees on both sides of the 
p^way and soma across exposed 
aggregate surface of the road as auto- 
mobiles pass. 

The pauicway hugs the west bank of 
the Yoric River as it winds its way 
westwanltowsxiWUliamsburg. On 
the right, the traveler is treated to a 
spectacular view of the York River. 
On the left, unspoiled Bracken's 
Pond appears in the first gentle twist 
of the road. Fran the next bend in the 
ro^, the passenger can sec Sandy 
Point on the York. Another gentle 
curve takes the visitw aooss the In- 
dian Field Creek Bridge. 

As the Parkway continues west- 
ward, Pcnniman Spit on the York 
River is visible from (xitlooks along 
thert»d. 

ThesitesofBellfieldiutdRingfield 
plantations bwdcr the route on tlw 
left and right before it ea^ across 
picturesque Felgate's Creek. Oa the 
far bank of the Y(»k in what is iraw 
GlouccsterCounty , Werowocomoco 
served as the capitol city of 
Powhatan's empifc.

cately rol ling hills and tempered turns, 
the parkway motorist travels through 
densely wooded tracts of oak, poplar, 
maple and sweet gum until he ap- 
proaches the colonial capitol of 
Williamsburg. 

After passing under the brick-faced 
Lafayette Street and Newport Av- 
enue bridges of Williamsburg, the 
road bends lazily to the right. Then 
the parkway passes through a short 
tunnel and under a portion of the 
restored colonial capitol and contin- 
ues south toward the James River. 

Jamestown is only nine miles dis- 
tant. An overtook and interpretive 
sign to the left tells of the protective 
log palisade that the settlers built 
across the narrows of the peninsula 
between Queen Creek and Archer's 
Hope Creek after the Indian Uprising 
of 1622. 

Middle Plantation referred to the 
posting (planting) of "keepers of the 
guard" at the middle point of the log 
palisade. This guard post grew into a 
settlement and eventtially into the 
colonial capitol of Virginia — 
Williamsburg. 

There is a new 
vista beyond every 
curve, and a sense 
of anticipation as 
the route winds its 
way through 
beautiful wooded 
tracts and across 
unspoiled creeks 
between the York 
and the James. 

A short distance farther, also on the 
left, is the Great Oaks overlook where 
parkway ttavelers can pause and ex- 
amine enormous white oaks that were 
"sprouting acorns" and "growing to- 
ward fair size" during the time of the 
American Revolution. 

Colonial Parkwayccmtinues south- 
ward past Paper Mill Credc on land 
that came to be called Great Neck 
after it was granted to Richard 
Brewster on February 6, 1637. Tte 
route — still heading soath — passes 
under mother brick-faced overpass 
and over Halfway Creek before eras- 
ing College Crcdc. 

Initially, College Creek was called 
Archer's H(^ Credc because <^ap- 
tainGabriel Archer favored the creek 
as a site fw settlement. Even a casual 
glance at this picturesque creek re- 
vels what attracted Archer to diis 
location; however. Archer was <M 
voted by the other members of the 
expedition who chose Jamestown Is- 
land as the site fw the first pcrmai^nt 
English settlement in the New WwM 
in 1607. 



After crossing College Creek, 
the parkway gradually, delicately 
drifts west until it eases along be- 
twwn College Creek on the right and 
the James River on the left 

There are overlooks on both sides 
of the parkway and sandy beaches 
along the James River. From the 
outlooks on the James River side, 
Hog Island across die Janes and Black 
Point on the eastern tip of Jamestown 
Island are visible. 

On a clear day, this natural vista is 
no less than sensational: at others 
times, the view is simply impressive. 

The roadway continues west over 
Mill Creek and past a tract called 
Neck of Land which was once owned 
by Gershon Buck, the son of Richard 
Buck who ministerBd to the residents 
of Jamestown fw well over a decade. 

Continuing onward in a westo'ly 
direction. Colonial Parkway turns 
pro^ssively south after the road- 
way crosses dazzling Powhatan 
Creek, named for the mighty 
Powhatan who ruled the indigenous 
population what the English arrived 
in 1607. 

The confluence of Powhatan Creek 
and Back River form Sandy Bay 
where clusters of cypress trees seem 
to thrive. 

The scenic road then passes through 
the National Park entrance gate, 
across an isthmus, over a bridge, and 
terminates in the Visitor Center park- 
ing lot on Jamestown Island. 

Driving (or biking) Colonial Park- 
way from Yorktown to Jamestown or 
vice versa is truly a unique experi- 
ence. The thick stands of hardwoods 
and clumps of assorted evergreens 
shield the parkway u-avelcr from the 
contemporary worid. The impres- 
sion that one is following a trail, 
treading a path, or traveling a country 
road is no coincidence. It is by de- 
sign. 

When Congressman Louis C. 
Cramton inu-oduced a bill for park 
sites at Yorktown and Jamestown, he 
also proposed a route to connect them. 
Charles Peterson, who was instru- 
mental in designing the parkway, 
shared Cramton's vision of a park- 
way with gentle curves, winding 
through wooded tracts. Today, their 
vision has become reality. 

By design, Colonial Parkway was 
intended to be a scenic roadway, md 
that is exactly what it is today. There 
is a new vista beyond every curve, 
and a sense of anticipation as the 
route winds its way through beautiful 
wooded tracts and across un^wiled 
creeks between the Yoik and the 
James. 

Colonial Parkway is an extraoxli- 
nary road because it was designed to 
be so. It is an illusion: a country road 
that somehow winds magically 
through the 20th century without ever 
really becoming a pari of it. Autumn 
folis^e, gentle breezes, and cool tem- 
peratures only add to the charm of 
Colonial Parkway.

This docs not happen on a fluke, 
but instead through the hard work of 
caring and committed individuals. 
The staff of this office has a schedule 
that keeps them busy promoting life 
safety throughout the entire year. 

Just recently, they completed their 
annual Pre-school Extravaganza held 
each September at the Virginia Beach 
FireTrainingCenter. Approximately 
3,000 preschool children are taught 
basic fire safety techniques in a hands- 
on manner. 

The education staff, fu-e fighters 
and volunteers present the program 
over a three-week period with varied 
media such as puppet shows, videos 
and physical activities to reinforce 
important messages. 

The Preschool Extravaganza is a 
huge success each year for the Fire 
and Life Safety Education Office as 
well as an unbelievable experience 
which teaches thechildrenaboutcom- 
munity helpers and promotes life- 
saving skills. 

On the heels of the extravaganza 
was Fire Prevention Week. This 
year's event encompassed' a week 
full of activities for children as well 
as their families. At the beginning of 
the wedt, families were invited to 
join the festivities at Fire Company 5 
at the Municipal Center at our new 
station Fire Company 1 1 , in the re- 
sort area. 

With the help of my favoiites, 
KIDZSHOW (Kid's Safety House 
On Wheels) and the Monster Fire 
Truck, the children and their families 
learned about fire safety, such as ex- 
its, kitchen safety, smoke detectors, 
crawling in smoke, stop-drop-and- 
roll, match and lighter safety. This 
was information we all need to know 
to keep ourselv^ safe. 

My friend, Freddie the fire safety 
r(*ot,pnMnptedlhechildren and their 
parents to sing a chorus of "Stop, 
E>rop and Roll" while fire fighters 
exhibited the fve trucks wA donned 
their turnout gear. 
Visiting the ftfe station was an 



exciting and fun-fllled learning envi- 
ronment for the children as well as 
their families. We know that a good 
lime was had by those who took the 
time to "Learn Not To Bum." 

On Wednesday, Oct 7 the "Great 
Escape" tookplaceatLillian Vernon. 
"Fire Drills: The Great Escape," 
was a campaign initialed by the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Agency and 
was a national function, not just a 
local one. 

At 6 p.m. that evening, more than 
3,000 employees evacuated Lillian 
Vernon. All employees safely exited 
within 14 minutes. TTie city of Vir- 
ginia Beach Fire Department joinal 
in a partnership with Lillian Vernon 
to practice a fire drill in conjunction 
with this campaign each year for the 
next three years. 

The goal of the Great Escape was 
to have the entire city and nation, 
have a fire drill at the same time. 
Though this was the fu-st year for the 
"Great Escape," it has been deemed a 
ucmendous success. 

We anticipated that it will be even 
more successful the next two years. 
Be on the lookout for this event next 
year and get involved. Let's all learn 
how to escape quickly and safely 
from our homes. 

Next it was on to teaching in the 
school system for this busy group of 
city employees. First, all fourth grade 
students in our public schools (53 
schools; approximately6,500to7,000 
students per year) receive three les- 
sons in fire safety each year. 

The students are taught these les- 
sons during the health portion of the 
school day. 

Their fire safety grades are their 
health grade for the weeks that they 
are visited by the Fire Department. 
This keeps the staff active for most of 
the school year. 

The fourth grade is not the only 
level which benefits from Fire and 
Life Safety staff visits. Our kinder- 
garten through third graders and spe- 
cial education students all attend a 
life safety assembly each year start- 
ing in January. 

This program reaches approxi- 
mately 30,000 children per year. The 
children look forward to the arrival 
of our Fire Department in their 
schools. 

The Fire and Life Safety Educa- 
tion Office will be piloting an arson 
awareness program in the spring in 
approximately eight elementary 
schools. This program is being de- 
veloped because of the juvenile arson 
problem in our city and is geared for 
second grade students. If the arson 
program proves to be successful, it 
will be introduced to all other second 
gradersinthe 1999-2000schoolyear. 
That's a pretty busy crew. But, 
there are a variety of other programs 
available through the Fire and Life 
Safety Education Office. For more 
information about safety for yourself 
and your familycall,427-4228. Let's 
all be prepared and be safe.

Up close and personal 
CHris ^eatfi: ^en insight

"The hardest to deal with was the total 
loss of freedom of movement," said Chris 
Heath, public relations chairman for VAB, 
the Virginia Association of the Blind. 

"Anything you normally would just get in 
the car and go do, like doctors' appoint- 
ments or food shopping, I have to arrange 
uansportation for at least 24 hours in ad- 
vance," said the Chesapeake resident. 

Unlike some members of the association 
who are blind from birth. Heath had a 
driver's license for 12 years. 

He said, "I knew what it was like. I had 
that independence." 

Born in 1967 with congenital cataracts. 
Heath has fought a battle for his eyesight for 
as long as he can remember. Before he was 
3 years old, doctors surgically removed the 
cataracts. 

In the process, his mother and faUier 
fought to keep his opportunities for educa- 
tion open. 

"My parents bucked the system and put 
me through public school against the advice 
of school officials who felt the glasses and 
my poor vision would work against me," he 
said. 

A Navy brat who lived all over the coun- 
try. Heath graduated from Indian River High 
School in 1985. 

Peer pressure did come into play, but "a 
good sense of humor helps," related Heath. 
"You probably can't say anything worse to 
me than I've said myself." 

Declared legally blind in December 1988, 
Heath continued to work until August 1996. 
After applying for disability income a sec- 
ond time, he finally qualified for benefits. 
He joined VAB soon aftCT. 
"Mainly I joined for social reasons, get- 
ting connected with the blind community," 
he said. "Being isolated and disconnected 
from society is hard. When you're blind, it's 
harder." 

He has only 15 percent usable vision, 
which allows him to see shapes, colors and 
forms. 

"If you've ever looked down the tube of a 
paper towel," said Heath, "I see what's in 
the center of it. That's what glaucoma 
does." 

People with the progressive malady lose 
their peripheral vision first. The slow pro- 
cess catches the afflicted by surprise. 

"You don't realize you're losing it until 
it's no longer there," said Heath. . 

Although legally blind. Heath reaches out 
to other membo^. 

"I'm able to help those who are totally 
blind, whether getting them tapes or being a 
friendly ear. It also gives me a reason to get 
out of the home occasionally." 

VAB is a non-profit, statewide volunteer 
organization that is open to all and does not 
charge a fee for its services. 

"Our mission is to locate, inform and as- 
sist blind and part-blind individuals," he 
said. 

The group meets the first Wednesday rf 
the month from September through June at 
Ghent United Methodist Church, 531 
Raleigh Ave., Norfolk. In December they 
host a social and in August hold their annu- 
al banquet. 
Meetings start at 8 a.m. 
"We used to do evening meetings, but 
changed to mornings in 1997. Now we have 
more members attending the meeting," said 
Heath. "Attendance has nearly tripled to 35 
to 40 members per meeting." 

TRT's handi-ride is only available during 
certain hours, explained Heath. It was sim- 
ply easier for members to get transportation 
during the daytime. 

The group's membership of about 400 area 
residents hails from Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake, Virginia Beach, Suffolk and Norfolk. 
In September 1997 VAB began running- 
bingo games at Victory Hall in Portsmouth. 
The games are accessible to the blind with 
braille and large-print bingo cards. 

The bingo games provide much of the 
group's budget. 

"We started the games to raise funds for 
our charitable donations for blind and part- 
blind individuals who have fallen through 
the cracks in the system," said Heath. 

Some of the services the group provides 
includes loans of computer equipment that 
helps the disabled get on the internet and 
become self-sufficient. 




"Or, as I like to call it," said Heath, "self- 
dependent." 

One new member, a 15-year-old diabetic, 
needed help paying his part of the cost for 
an insulin pump. VAB covered the co- 
paymenL 

VAB helps members obtain scanners to 
help them scan documents into computers 
and then have the computer speak out what 
was scanned. Hie blind can read their mail, 
peruse the newspaper and pay bills. 

"VAB helps tfiem with any kind of adap- 
tive technology that they can't get through 
the state," said Heath. 

With a smile he said, "Basically, we are 
the blind helping the blind." 

Heath doesn't spend all of his time on 
VAB matters. 

He's also an avid bowler who averages 
131 at his Wednesday night league at AMF 
Indian River Lanes and 137 on Thursday 
nights. 

Regarding his high score of 196, he com- 
mented, "I don't know how I did it or why, 
it just happened." 

He added, "I pray for a 200 some day." 

For those individuals who are uncomfort- 
able dealing with the blind, Heath offered 
some simple suggestions. 

"Treat us like a normal human being. 
Treat us the way you want to be treated," 
he said. 

"Ask us before you offer assistance. We're 
no different than you, we just want to be re- 
spected."

GREAT AMERICAN SMOKEOUT 



Be a quitter 



The American Cancer Society organized the 
first Great American Smokeout in 1977. 
Smokers tried to quit for one day to prove 
they could do it. 

The smokeout takes place each year on the 
third Thursday of November. This year, mark 
Nov. 19 on your calendar. 

In case you wondered why you should quit 
for a day. and perhaps start a lifelong trend, 
consider this. 

According to the American Cancer Society, 
cigarettes and their smoke contain more than 
4.000 chemicals, including 43 known to 
cause cancer. Many of these chemicals are 
added to the cigarette during its production. 

Nicotine occurs naturally in tobacco. It does 
not cause cancer, but it does promote a 
lifelong addiction which many say is tougher 
to break than heroin. 

Smoking increases the risk of respiratory 
diseases such as emphysema, chronic 
bronchitis and chronic pulmonary disease. 

Smokers have twice the risk of dying of 
heart attacks as do nonsmokers. 

In addition to its many health risks, there 
are other facts to consider when you. family 
or friends smoke. 

The habit causes premature wrinkling of the 
skin, bad breath, makes clothes and hair 
smell bad and causes nails to turn yellow. 

It's also a costly habit and really knocks 
holes in the family budget. 

Multiply the number of packs you smoke 
per day by the cost per pack. Then multiply 
that by 365 days per year. The number may 
surprise you. 

Also, smoking is less socially acceptable now 
than it was in the past. Most workplaces 
restrict smoking on their premises. Many 
employers prefer to hire non-smokers. 

Friends may ask you not to smoke in their 
houses or cars. Most public buildings are 
largely smoke free. Finding an acceptable 
place to smoke can be a hassle. 

Furthermore, If you have children, think of 
the example you're setting for them. Most 
smokers say they don't want their children to 
pick up the habit. But children whose parents 
smoke are more likely to start smoking 
themselves. 

Become a good role model for them by 
quitting now. 

What's in it for you? 

■ People who quit smoking live longer than 
those who continue to smoke. 

■ Stay smoke-free for 15 years and your 
risk of death will nearly match the level of 
persons who have never smoked. 

■ Quitting smoking decreases the risk of 
lung cancers, heart disease, stroke, chronic 
lung diseases, and respiratory illnesses. 

■ Ex-smokers have few health complaints 
and a reduced rate of bronchitis and 
pneumonia. 

■ Women who stop smoking before 
becoming pregnant or during the first 
trimester of prenancy reduce their risk of 
having a low birthweight baby to that of 
women who have never smoked. 

Successful quitting takes planning and 
commitment, not luck. 

But only you can decide for yourself. 

If you're a smoker, for once in your life, 
become a quitter. Your friends, family and 
coworkers will thank you. 

And so will your lungs. - C.A.N.

For those who have an abiding 
interest in American colonial history, 
eastern Virginia is nirvana and Colo- 
nial Parkway is the highway to heaven 
— especially in the autumn of the 
year. 
It's simply impossible to fmd a 
more sce- 
nic, more 
historic 23- 
mile stretch 
of road than 
Colonial 
Parkway. 
The cooler 
seasonal 
tempera- 
tures and 
colmful au- 
tumn foli- 
age can 
make a 
pleasant 
outing no 
less than 
^—..^i— — — spectacu- 
lar. 
Colonial National Historical Park 
spans 175 years of American colo- 
nial history from the establishmentof 
the first permanent English setde- 
ment in America on Jamestown Is- 
land to the battlefield at Yorkiown 
where American independoic^ was 
won. 

Colonial Parkway is the remark- 
able strand that connects these two 
celebrated historic sites. 

In addition, this phenomenal drive 
passes literally within a stone's throw 
of Colonial Williamsburg. 

The York and James rivers, as- 
sorted creeks, and tree lined perim- 
eters help to keep civilization at arms 
length, making the drive scenic as 
well as relaxing. Where civilization 
does encroach, the bridges and over- 
passes are concealed with colonial 
brick laid in English bond which helps 
to minimize the intrusion. 

Pulling out of the parking lex at the 
Yorktown Visitor's Center and head- 
ing northwest on Colonial Parkway 
bound for Jamestown Island is a little 
bit like traveling back in time in the 
privacy of your own horseless car- 
riage. H.G. Wells would have loved 
it. 

On a sunny autumn day, Mlliant 
colored leaves fall from oak, maple, 
and poplar u«es on both sides of the 
parkway and scatto^ acit^s expo^ 
aggregate surface of the road as auto- 
mobiles pass. 

The jwirkway hugs the west bank of 
the YcMk RivCT as it winds its way 
westward towani Williamsburg. On 
die right, the traveler is treated to a 
spectacular view of the York River. 
On die left, unspoiled Bracken's 
Pond appears in tht first gentle twist 
of the road. From the next bend in the 
road, the passenger can see Sandy 
Point on die York. AncXhcr genUe 
curve takes the visitCH' acrms the In- 
dian Field Creek Bridge. 

As die Parkway contim«s west- 
ward, Penniman Spit on the Ywk 
River is visible fnMn outlooks alcmg 
die road

cately rolling hills and tempered turns, 
die parkway motorist travels through 
densely wooded tracts of oak, poplar, 
maple and sweet gum until he ap- 
proaches the colonial capitol of 
Williamsburg. 

After passing under the brick-faced 
Lafayette Street and Newport Av- 
enue bridges of Williamsburg, die 
road bends lazily to die right. Then 
the parkway passes through a short 
tunnel and und^ a portion of the 
restored colonial capitol and contin- 
ues soudi loward die James River. 

Jamestown is only nine miles dis- 
tant. An overtook and interpretive 
sign to die left tells of die protective 
log palisade diat die setUers built 
across the narrows of the peninsula 
between Queen Creek and Archer's 
Hope Creek after die Indian Uprising 
of 1622. 

Middle Plantation refuted to die 
posting (planting) of "keepers of die 
guard" at die middle point of die log 
palisade. This guard post grew into a 
setdement and eventually into the 
colonial capitol of Virginia — 
Williamsburig. 

There is a new 
vista beyond every 
curve, and a sense 
of anticipation as 
the route winds its 
way through 
beautiful wooded 
tracts and across 
unspoiled creeks 
between the York 
and the James. 

A short distance farther, also on die 
left, isdieGreatOaksoverlook where 
parkway travelers can pause and ex- 
amine enormous white oaks that were 
"sprouting acoms" and "growing to- 
ward fair size" during the time of the 
American Revolution. 

Colonial I^rkv^y continues soudi- 
wanl past Paper ^«till Creek on Imid 
diat canK to be called Great Neck 
after it was granted to Richard 
Brewster on February 6, 1637. The 
route — still beading soudi — passes 
under anodier brick-faced overpass 
and over Halfway Creek before cross- 
ing Coltege Cretk. 

Initially, College Creek was called 
Archer's Hope Creek because <^sp- 
tain Gabriel Archer favored die creek 
as a site f« setdement. Even a casual 
glance at diis picturesqiK creek re- 
veals what attracted Archer to diis 
location; however. Archer was out 
voted by die (Mher m»nbe» of d» 
expedition who cho% Jan^stown Is- 
land as die site for die first permanent 
&iglish setttement in die New WorU 
in 1607. 



After crossing College Credc, 
die parkway gradually, delicately 
drifts west until it eases along be- 
tween College Creek on the right and 
die James Rivor on die left. 

There are overlooks on bodi sides 
of the parkway and sandy beaches 
along die James River. From die 
oudodcs on the James River side, 
Hog Island across die James and Black 
Point on die eastern tip of Jamestown 
Island are visible. 

On a clear day, diis natural vista is 
no less dian sensational; at odiers 
times, die view is simply impressive. 

The roadway continues west over 
Mill Creek and past a tract called 
Neck of Land whk;h was once owned 
by Go^hon Buck, die son of Richard 
Buck who ministeied to dieresidmts 
of Jamestown for well over a decade. 

Continuing onward in a westerly 
direction. Colonial Paikway turns 
progressively soudi after die road- 
way crosses dazzling Powhatan 
Creek, named for the mighty 
Powhatan who ruled the indigenous 
population when the English arrived 
in 1607. 

The confluence ofPowhatan Creek 
and Back River form Sandy Bay 
where clusters of cypress trees seem 
to thrive. 

The seen ic road dien passes through 
die National Park entrance gate, 
across an isdimus, over a bridge, and 
terminates in die Visitor CenterjMtfk- 
ing lot on Jamestown Island. 

Driving (or biking) Colonial Park- 
way from Yorktown to Jamestown or 
vice v^sa is truly a unique experi- 
ence. The diick stands of hardwoods 
and clumps of asswted evergreens 
shield die parkway traveler from die 
contemporary wortd. The impres- 
sion diat one is following a trail, 
ueading a padi, or ffaveling a country 
road is no coincidence. It is by de- 
sign. 

When Congressman Louis C. 
Cramton introduced a bill for park 
sites at Yorktown and Jamestown, he 
also proposed a route to connect diem. 
Charles Peto^n, who was instru- 
mental in designing die parkway, 
shared Cramton's vision of a park- 
way widi gende curves, winding 
du-ough wooded tfacts. Today, their 
vision has become reality. 

By design, Colonial Parkway was 
intended to be a scenic roadway, and 
diat is cxactiy what it is today. There 
is a new vista beyond every curve, 
ami a sense of anticipation as die 
route winds its way dirough beautiful 
wooded um:ts and across unspoUed 
creeks between the York and die 
James. 

Colonial F^rkway is an extrawdi- 
nary road because it was designed to 
be so. It is an illusion: a country road 
that somehow winds magically 
dirough die 20th century widiout ever 
really becoming a part of it. Autumn 
foliage,gentlebreezes,andcool tem- 
peratures only add to the charm of 
Colonial Parkway.

This does not happen on a fluke, 
but instead through the hard work of 
caring and committed individuals. 
The staff of this office has a schedule 
that keeps them busy promoting life 
safety throughout the entire year. 

Just recently, they completed their 
annual Pre-school Extravaganza held 
each September at the Virginia Beach 
FireTrainingCenter. Approximately 
3,000 preschool children are taught 
basic fire safety techniques in a hands- 
on manner. 

The education staff, fire fighters 
and volunteers present die program 
over a three- week period with varied 
media such as puppet shows, videos 
and physical activities to reinforce 
important messages. 

The Preschool Extravaganza is a 
huge success each year for the Fire 
and Life Safety Education Office as 
well as an unbelievable experience 
which teaches thcchildren aboutcom- 
munity helpers and promotes life- 
saving skills. 

On the heels of the extravaganza 
was Fire Prevention Week. This 
year's event encompassed a week 
full of activities for children as well 
as their families. At tlK beginning of 
the week, families were invited to 
join the festivities at Fire Company 5 
at the Municipal Center at our new 
station Fire Company 11, in the re- 
soitarea. 

With the help of my favorites, 
KIDZSHOW (Kid's Safety House 
On Wheels) and the Monster Fire 
Thick, the children and their families 
learned about fire safety, such as ex- 
its, kitchen safety, smoke detectors, 
crawling in smoke, stop-drop-and- 
roll, match and lighter safety. This 
was information we all need to know 
to keep ourselves safe. 

My friend, Freddie the fire safety 
robot, prompted the children and their 
parents to sing a chorus of "Stop, 
Drop and Roll" while fire fighters 
exhibited the fire trucks and donned 
their turnout gear. 
Visiting the fire station was an 



exciting and fun-filled learning envi- 
ronment for the children as well as 
their families. We know that a good 
time was had by those who took the 
time to "Learn Not To Bum." 

On Wednesday, OcL 7 the "Great 
Escape"tookplffi:eatLillian Vernon. 
"Fire Drills: The Great Escape," 
was a campaign initiated by the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Agency and 
was a national function, not just a 
local one. 

At 6 p.m. that evening, more than 
3,000 employees evacuated Lillian 
Vernon. All employees safely exited 
within 14 minutes. The city of Vir- 
ginia Beach Fire Department joined 
in a partnership with Lillian Vernon 
to practice a fire drill in conjunction 
with this campaign each year for the 
next three years. 

The goal of the Great Escape was 
to have the entire city and nation, 
have a fire drill at the same time. 
Though this was the first year for the 
"Great Escape," it has been deemed a 
tremendous success. 

We anticipated that it will be even 
more successful the next two years. 
Be on the lookout for this event next 
year and get involved. Let's all learn 
how to escape quickly and safely 
from our homes. 

Next it was on to teaching in the 
school system for this busy group of 
city employees. First, all fourth grade 
students in our public schools (53 
schools; approximately 6,500 to 7,000 
students per year) receive three les- 
sons in fire safety each year. 

The students are taught these les- 
sons during the health portion of the 
school day. 

Hieir fire safety grades are their 
health grade for the weeks that they 
are visited by the Fire Department. 
This keeps die staff active for mostof 
the school year. 

The fourth grade is not the only 
level which benefits from Fire and 
Life Safety staff visits. Our kinder- 
garten through third graders and spe- 
cial education students all attend a 
life safety assembly each year start- 
ing in January. 

This program reaches approxi- 
mately ^,000 children per year. The 
children look forward to the arrival 
of our Fire Department in their 
schools. 

The Fire and Life Safety Educa- 
tion Office will be piloting an arson 
awareness program in the spring in 
approximately eight elementary 
schools. This program is being de- 
veloped becauseof the juvenile arson 
problem in our city and is geared for 
second grade students. If the arson 
program proves to be successful, it 
will be introduced to all other second 
graders in the 1999-2000 school year. 
That's a |»etty busy crew. But, 
there are a variety of other prognuns 
available through the Fire and Life 
Safety Education Office. For more 
information about safety for yourself 
and your family call, 427-4228. Let's 
all be prepared and be safe.

Up close and personal

"The hardest to deal with was the total 
loss of freedom of movement," said Chris 
Heath, public relations chairman for VAB, 
the Virginia Association of the Blind. 

"Anything you normally would just get in 
the car and go do, like doctors' appoint- 
ments or food shopping, I have to arrange 
transportation for at least 24 hours in ad- 
vance," said the Chesapeake resident. 

Unlike some members of the association 
who are blind from birth. Heath had a 
driver's license for 12 years. 

He said, "I knew what it was like. I had 
that independence." 

Born in 1967 with congenital cataracts. 
Heath has fought a battle for his eyesight for 
as long as he can remember. Before he was 
3 years old, doctors surgically removed the 
cataracts. 

In the process, his mother and father 
fought to keep his oppcHtunities for educa- 
tion open. 

"My parents bucked the system and put 
me through public school against die advice 
of school officials who felt the glasses and 
my poor vision would work apinst me," he 
said. 

A Navy brat who lived all over the coun- 
try, Heath graduated from Indian River High 
School in 1985. 

Peer pressure did come into play, but "a 
good sense of humor helps," related Heath. 
"You probably can't say anything worse to 
me than I've said myself." 

Declared legally blind in December 1988, 
Heath continued to work until August 1996. 
After applying for disability income a sec- 
ond time, he finally qualified for benefits. 

He joined VAB soon after. 

"Mainly I joined for social reasons, get- 
ting connected with the blind community," 
he said. "Being isolated and disconnected 
from society is hard. When you're blind, it's 
harder." 

He has only 15 percent usable vision, 
which allows him to see shapes, colors and 
ffflins. 

"If you've ever looked down the tube of a 
paper towel," said Heath, "I see what's in 
the center of it. That's what glaucoma 
does." 

People with the progressive malady lose 
their peripheral vision first. The slow pro- 
cess catches the afflicted by surprise. 

"You don't realize you're losing it until 
it's no longer diere," said Heath. . 

Although legally blind, Headi reaches out 
to other membo^. 

"I'm able to help those who are totally 
blind, whedier getting them tapes or being a 
friendly ear. It also gives me a reason to get 
out of the home occasionally." 

VAB is a non-profit, statewide volunteer 
organization that is open to all and does not 
charge a fee for its services. 

"Our mission is to locate, inform and as- 
sist blind and part-blind individuals," he 
said. 

The group meets the first Wednesday rf 
the month from September through June at 
Ghent United Methodist Church, 531 
Raleigh Ave., Norfolk. In December they 
host a social and in August hold their annu- 
al banquet. 

Meetings start at 8 a.m. 

"We used to do evening meetings, but 
changed to mornings in 1997. Now we have 
more members attending the meeting," said 
Heath. "Attendance has nearly tripled to 35 
to 40 members per meeting." 

TRT's handi-ride is only available during 
certain hours, explained Heath. It was sim- 
ply easier for members to get uansportation 
during the daytime. 

The group's membership of about 400 area 
residents hails from Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake, Virginia Beach, Suffolk and Norfolk. 

In September 1997 VAB began runnings 
bingo games at Victory Hall in Portsmouth. 
The games are accessible to the blind with 
braille and large-print bingo cards. 

The bingo games provide much of the 
group's budget. 

"We started die games to raise funds for 
our charitable donations for blind and i%ut- 
blind individuals who have fallen Uirough 
the cr»:ks in die system," said Heath. 

Some of the services die group provides 
includes loans of computer equipment that 
helps die disabled get on the internet and 
become %lf-suffk;ient. 




"Or, as Hike to call it," said Headi, "self- 
dependent." 

One new member, a 15-year-old diabetic, 
needed help paying his part of the cost for 
an insulin pump. VAB covered the co- 
payment. 

VAB helps members obtain scanners to 
help them scan documents into computers 
and dien have die computer speak out what 
was scanned. The blind can read dieir mail, 
peruse the newspaper and pay bills. 

"VAB helps them with any kind of adap- 
tive technology diat they can't get through 
die state," said Headi. 

WiUi a smile he said, "Basically, wc are 
die blind helping die blind." 

Heath doesn't spend all of his time on 
VAB matters. 

He's also an avid bowler who avo-ages 
131 at his Wednesday night league at AMF 
Indian River Lanes and 137 on Thursday 
nights. 

Regarding his high score of 196, he com- 
mented, "I don't know how I did it or why, 
it just happened." 

He added, "I pray for a 200 some day." 

For those individuals who are uncomfort- 
able dealing with die blind. Heath offered 
some simple suggestions. 

"Treat us like a normal human being. 
Treat us the way you want to be treated," 
he said. 

"Ask us before you offer assistance. We're 
no different dian you, we just want to be re- 
spected."

A rK(Md number of drivers will 
be confronting this wintO''s 
challenging driving conditions 
behind the steering wheel of a light 
truck, according to AAA of 
TidewatCT. 

"A revolution has been taking 
placeon Virginia's highways, with 
more and mote motorists driving 
sport utility vehicles, minivans and 
pickups," said Mike Bolac, so-vice 
director for AAA of Tidewato'. 

According to AAA of Tidewtfer, 
one in three vehicles on the road 
today is a light truck. Sport utility 
vehicles, minivans and pickups 
now account for more than one-half 
of all new vehicles. 

Motorists driving a light truck 
for the first time this winter need 
to be mindful that the vehicles 
have different handling 
characteristics than cars. 

A key advantage of all-wheel- 
drive is enhanced winter-weadier 
mobility, but driving a light truck 
requires sticking to the same 



common-sense safety rules as 
driving a car. 

"Above all, drivers need to guard 
against all-wheel-drive 
overconfidence," said Bolac. "It's 
easy to succumb to a 'road wmia-' 
mentality, in which a four-wheel 
drive vehicle is viewed as excusing 
the driver from the cautions othw 
drivers must abide by. 

"But while an SUV's traction and 
all-wheel-drive gets you on your 
way easier, it doesn't provide much 
advantage in stopping," said Bolac. 
"The tell-tale sign of all-wheel- 
drive overconfidence is driving 
faster than others, particularly 
when bad weadier slows traffic. 

"But traveling at radically higher 
speeds is a proven recipe for 
crashes, particularly when roads are 
icy or wet," he a(Med. 

AAA of Tidewater advises 
motorists that car and light truck 
brakes function basically the same 
but stopping distance can vary for a

Regent law professor to serve 
on Jury Reform Task Force 



Professor Etouglas H. Cook ot 
Regent University's School of Law 
has been named by Virginia 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Hanry 
L. Carrico to serve on a new task^ 
force to study the state's jury 
system. 

Cook, of Virginia Beach, will 
serve on the Jury Reform Task 
Force, which will meet sevcial 
times over the next year to develop 
recommendations to improve jury 
^rvice in Virginia. 

Virginia's jury system has been 
under ^rutiny in recent years, bi 
1997, the Judicial Council <d 
Virginia ackipted a set of stextetis 
to increase the efficiency of iht 
jury system, to reduce its cost, aid 
to improve citizen pocqjtions 
about jury duty. 



As the standards were being 
developed, other issues arose that 
the standards did not ultimately 
address. 

The new Jury Reform Task Force 
will take up these broader issues. 
The group will include attorneys, 
judges, professors and former jurws 
frwn across Virginia. 

Cook has been a member of 
Regent's Law School faculty since 
1987. He is an honors graduate of 
the Ohio State University College 
of Law. 

In 1993. Cook had the rare 
experience of serving on a civil 
jury in Virginia Beach. His aocowt 
of that jury %rvice was publisted 
in 1994 in the University of Texas' 
Review of Litigation.

The Virginia Beach Community 
Services Board experienced a 10 
percent increase in the number of 
people it served during fiscal year 
1998. It also saw a higher level of 
referrals for children. 

Dr. Terry Jenkins, executive 
director, told City Council at a 
work session Tuesday that 22 
percent of its consumers are 17 
years of age or younger, most 
commonly because of substance 
abuse. 

Donald V. Jellig, who will retire 
as chairman this year but will 
remain on the board for another 
year, and Jenkins, presented the 
first annual report (for the 1997-98 
fiscal year) prepared by the agency 
for City Council. 

Jellig emphasized the agoicy's 
partnerships with other agencies 
and its efforts in creating a new 
dynamic. He said that each boatd 
member — there are 15 — 
conoibutes 15 to 20 hours a month 
to the board which become broader 
in its outlook. 

He said that meetings are mae 
open and that the Virginia Beach 
mental health system is su-ong and 
well. The agency provides services 
to the mentally ill, mentally 
retarded and substance abusers. 

Jellig said that every employee 
undergoes special training to 
sensitize them to the needs of the 
consumers. 

During the year the agency served 
10,200 individuals, a 10 percent 
increase over the previous year. 
Jenkins said that the people CSB 
serves typically have used up all 
their benefits and other resources, 
including insurance, or those who 
have never had insurance, and have 
the most limited financial 
resources. 

Sixty-eight percent of the 
consumers have incomes under 
$10,000 a yMT. 

She said that the agency has seen 
more referrals for children and the 
majority of those under the age of 
5 are referred by Social Savices 
because (rf' abuse. 

Another problem the 
organization is facing is the 
growing number of eldo'ly. 

She said that many families who 
are now caring for their disaMed 
children are growing old and how 
their adult children will be caedfisr 
in the future remains m 
unanswered questkxi. 



While the agency has had a good 
year. Jenkins said, it still has 
waiting lists. 

VSB receives its funding (more 
than $21 million last year) fiom 
various sources, the major from 
MedicaJd(35.61 percent). The city 
contributes 25.64 percent; the 
state, 20.32 percent; the federal 
government, 9.12 percent; fees, 
8.01 percent; and, other sources 
account for 1.3 1 percent 

Jenkins said that fees charged to 
consumers on a sliding scale made 
up $1.7 million of the budget. 

Of the consumers, 40 percent arc 
female, 60 percent male; the 
majority, 65 percent, are adults 
between the ages of 23 and 59 arel 
22 percent are 17 (» under. 

Of the total served, 25 percent are 
African Americans, 62 percent 
Caucasian, 4 percent Hispanic and 
8 percent oth». 

Also served are 225 homeless 
individuals. 

Forty-two percent have spent 
some time in a psychiatric 
hospital, 56 percent are seriously 
mentally ill, which means they 
have lifelong illnesses, and 48 
percent are substance abusers 
mostly referred by the criminal 
justice system. 

Jenkins said that the primary 
drugs in use are alcohol (42 
percent), crack cocaine (23 percent), 
and marijuana (14 percent). She 
said, however, that many use more 
than one drug. 

Expenditures for mental 
retardation were the greatest — 
$7,532,360 (or $37.84 pcnxmt) 
with mental health next with an 
expenditure of $6,994,707. or 
35.13 percent. 

Substance abuse took 
$4,407,848 or 22.14 percent of the 
$19,908,547 expenditures with 
administration coming to less than 
5 percent 

The annual report listed as majn' 
accomplishments in the sutetmce 
abuse division the development (tf 
an intervention jvogram for at-risk 
studmts,. the expansion ot 
treatment services for persons 
incarcerated and the creation of a 
hospital diversion program with 
enhance detoxification servi<xs. 

In the mental retardation 
division, the major acccmiplish- 
ments were the expansion <rf 
residential services for posons 
previously instituticmalized, die 
increased family involvement with 
the creation of the Skill Quest 



Advisory Committee and the 
Quality of Life Committee, the 
expansion of early intervention 
services for develqmentally 
delayed infants and the devekjpment 
of computer-based literacy training 
fcH- adults. 

In the mental health division, day 
treatment services to soiously 
emotionally disturbed adolescents 
were expanded, new medicaticns for 
persons with so'ious mental illness 
were increased, and in-home mental 
health su|^rt services for persons 
with serious mental illness were 
implemented.

Ihc citation is sent, claims 
he was not driving at the time, he 
or she can provide a signed affidavit 
10 that effect and be excused from 
paying the fine. 

The cities of Alexandria and 
Arlington have recently installed 
similar systems. 

Greenwood reported that 
the city has compiled a list of the 
lop 10 signalized intersections with 
the highest number of accidents 
over the past three years. Staff 
selected four locations: 

■ Intersections of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 

■ Independence Boulevard, Indian 
River Road at Kempsville Road. 

■ Dam Neck Road at General 
Booth Boulevard. 

■ International Parkway. 

They were selected because of 
their total number of accidents and 
the highest number of right angle 
accidents. 

As an alternative to cameras, 
pdlice enforcement could be 
increased, but can be effective only 
at the locations where the police 
are positioned. 

The other highest accident 
locations during the years 1995- 
1997: Holland Road/Lynnhaven 
Parkway, Lynnhaven Parkway/Pot- 
ters Road, Virginia Beach 
Boulevard/Witchduck Road, Little 
Neck Road/Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. Baker Rooi/Newtown 
Road and Holland Road/Rosemont 
Road. 

The program would provide red 
light camera systems on a total of 
16 approaches at four intersections, 
rotating the cameras between the 
intersections. Only the rear of the 
vehicles would be photographed. 

The cost includescamera leasing, 
the purchase of camera cabinet 
housing units, maintenance of tte 
equipment, film development, 
review of the photographs, 
processing and mailing tickets, and 
overall management of the 
program, which would be provided 
by a vendor specializing in this 
type of program. 

With the collection rate expected 
to be 80 percent on a $50 fine, the 
city anticipates that after the first 
year, the program would pay fw 
itself. 

For instance, if 1 5 tickets a day 
are issued in connection with the 
system, the first year deficit xwxild 
be SI 84 ,501 But in the second 
year, the receipts over expenses 
would be $153,500. As the number 
of tickets issued goes up, Uie 
program becomes more cost 
efTeclive. 

Greenwood said the city is 
looking to beak even year the third 
year on the basis of issuing 13 
tickets a day. 

Richard A. Retting, from 
the Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety, told council that more than 
one million crashes occur annually 
at traffic signals and red light 
camo^ incre^ingly are being isd 
to supplement police arforcement 
efforts by automatically 
photographing vehicles whose 
drivers run n^ lights. 

I n de^ribing the cimacia of rod 
light runnca^ Retting said that they 
are three times as likely as otl«r 
Mv&s to have speeding 
convictions. The cameras aR 
triggered, he said, only wlwi 
vehicles go through a rol light bi 
California, the foe is $70.

As for public opinion, he said, in 
Fairfax 84 percent favor using the 
system. The national approval rate 
is not as high, he said, probably 
because of the rural areas included. 

The 10 percent who strongly 
oppose the system are the same 
groups of people who are likely to 
oppose gun laws and other safety 
measures. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, a 
funeral director, asked how cars in 
funeral processions would fare as 
they went through red lights. 

Retting said that the system is 
not triggered by low speed cars — 
studies show that cars in a funeral 
procession seldom go faster than 
15 or 20 miles an hour. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. asked about leased vehicles 
since the Citations are sent to 
owners of the vehicles. 

Greenwood said that the law 
hasn't gotten to that part. 

Retting conceded that it is an 
imperfect law but noted that in 
New York, it doesn't matter who's 
operating the car, the citation is 
sent to the owner. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
thought that the was high. 

Greenwood said that the project 
will go through a competitive bid 
process. Wamstaff added that the 
city can establish the system with 
the staff or under contract. The city 
is looking for the best package, he 
sai|l. 

McClanan said she wants to hear 
about other methods and what other 
localities have spent for the 
systems. 

Wamstaff said he would return to 
council with costs from other 
cities, and if council approves the 
project, the city can asked for 
proposals after January. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf sM 
that a lot of people apparently go 
through the intersections of Indian 
River Road or Virginia Beach 
Boulevard because the lights are 
synchronized, but that some drivers 
lose the momentum. 

She said council will have to 
consider the costs in light of the 
school needs — voters turned down 
i school bond referendum in last 
week's election. 

As for synchronization, tralTic 
engineer John Herzke said that ^ 
certain times of the day, 
coordination is better than others. 
He added that the staff is looking at 
an upgrade in the computer 
signaling in the city and is 
pursuing a ^ant for funding. 

Spore said the staiT is trying to 
recommend a program that is 
revenue neutral. 

But if the system worked, sakl 
councilman W.W. Harrison Jr., the 
number of violations will decrease, 
and so will tte revenues. 

Spore said that is why the staff 
based revenue and costs on the 
number of tickets issued. He addod 
that if the system worked prafectly, 
the city would never have anotter 
red light violation, "but I Axi't 
think that's going to happen." 

Jones continued that if the city 
established the red light system, it 
will have to put something in the 
ordinance to protect fiii^al 
processions. He ^d that ctBraitly 
police are called to escort funerals, 
but that the funeral processions 
don't always get (me.

The disaster led to fires which 
burned the homes of more than 
100,000 people, killing more than 
5,000 and wounding more than 
35,000, said Tsumura. 

"In the process of recovery, 
there was a strong feeling toward 
helping each other. Volunteer 
activities came up among us, 
which even surprised us," said 
Tsumura. 

The earthquake "triggered a 
raising of the consciousness and 
interest toward the abilities and 
the power of volunteers 
nationwide," he said. 

In March, Japan established the 
Law to Promote Specified 
Nonprofit Activities, which gives 
a corporation status as a 
nonprofit. This concept is widely 
accepted in America, but radical 
in Japan. 

According to Tsumura, The 
Japanese call 1995 the first year 
of volunteerism. 

Virginia Beach Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf reminded conference 
participants that the Virginia 
Beach Volunteer Council 
celebrated its 20th anniversary in 
April. 

"Since 1978, the number of 
volunteers has grown from 1,0(X) 
to more than 10,000," said 
Obemdorf. "In 1978. six 
departments and agencies had 
volunteer programs. In 1998, that 
number has risen to 33." 

After the previous day's tour of 
volunteer activities throughout 
the city, Tsumura was most 
impressed with how volunteers 



worked within the city's 
Emergency Medical Services. 

During a break in the program, 
through Hamada's U'anslation, 
Tsumura said, "The depth and 
width of the quality of services 
provided through volunteers is 
astonishing." 

In his speech, Tsumura had 
talked about the difference in 
how America promoted 



volunteerism versus Sweden, 
where some officials responded 
negatively about volunteer 
activities. 

"I believe the bottom line is 
that the American people truly 
believe that the community must 
be built by the people in the 
community," said Tsumura. 

Obemdorf explained that

America is unique in its 
encouragement of volunteerism. 

"It's a foreign concept, not only 
to Japan," she said, "but in 
England and Russia. They have 
trouble comprehending why 
people would do a job for free k 
they could be paid for it." 

Superintendent of Miyazaki 
Schools Yasuo Naito said, "The 
practice of volunteerism in the 
community setting will enhance 
the elimination of student 
violence and other problems 
present in the school system 
today." 

He added that he was 
impressed with his observations 
of volunteer activities at 
Glenwood Elementary School. 

Deedee Damschauder, director 
of the Virginia Office of 
Volunteerism warned conference 
attendees. 

"Volunteerism is not magic. It 
won't take place without 
support," she said. 

After the morning program of 
speakers, the group took a lunch 
break. 

They then met in small groups 
to discuss volunteer activities in 
museums and libraries and in 
fire, police and emergency 
services. 

: The roundtable forums also 
covered activities for elderly and 
retired people, activities in 
municipal offices and in schools. 

Lastly, the Japanese delegates 
were able to learn about 
programs in recreation and child 
care centers and environmental 
organizations. Activities for the 
disabled were also covered. 



Solution proposed to protect horses

The wild horses from North 
Carolina have friends in high 
places in Virginia as well as North 
Carolina. 

As a result representatives from 
Currituck County, N.C. which has 
a Wild Horse Sanctuary; the 
Sandbridge Civic League, the Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge, 
Mackay Island/Currituck National 
Wildlife Refuge, False CajJe State 
Park, Outer Banks CMiservadwi- 
ists. Tidewater Western Riders 
Association, Virginia Beach Police 
Deparunent, Animal Control, city 
attorney, parks and recreati(Mi and a 
local veterinarian have been 
working since February to address 
both short and long term solutions 
to protecting them. 

The problem arose when the 
Sandbridge community started 
experiencing a significant increase 
in the number of wild hwses 
migrating to the city from the Wild 
Horse Sanctuary in Currituck. 

Louis E. Cullipher, director of 
agriculture, at a City Council 
workshop Tuesday, recommended a 
solution, that would have the 
Tidewater Western Riders 
Association capture the straying 
horses andretum them to the Wild 
Horse Sanctuary and to have the 
council adopt an otlinance 
concerning the protection of the 
horses. 

Councilwoman Barbara Ifcniey 
said, the horses are precious, but 
they are wild. 

Cullipher said that the horses are 
believed to be descendants of the 
Spanish mustangs that -survived 
shipwrecks or were abandoned on 
barrier islands more than 400 years 



ago. Fifteen years ago there were 
about 200. Now there are about 40. 

These horses are true survivors, 
Cullipher said. They have survived 
the blowings, the heat, the cold, 
and brackish water. 

Unfortunately, he said, steps 
were not taken immediately to 
protect the first group of horses 
entering Sandbridge through the 
Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge. 

In 1997, five of the six horses 
were captured and. allege^y, 
disposed of in a less than humane 
manner. The remaining horse was 
struck by a car on Sandpiper Road 
and had to be euthanized by the 
city's animal control. 

To prevent a recurrence of the 
tragedy, the Sandbridge Civic 
League and the Tidewater Western 
Riders Association collaborated to 
develop a short-term solution that 
would inx}ta:t the endangered horses 
and ensure their safe return to the 
sanctuary in North Carolina. This 
year 10 horses have been coralled 
and safely returned to Nortfj 
Carolina. 

The involved organizations, said 
Cullipher, are prepared to continue 
to provide protection to future wild 
horses entering the city and 
perform the duties traditionally 
performed by animal control, but 
Cullipher said that the process 
should be institutionalized. 

The refuges have agreed to allow 
the horses to be transported firom 
Sandbridge to the wild horse 
sanctuary through their property, 
reducing the haul distance about 90 
miles. 

However, the Sandbridge Civic 
League and the Tidewater Western 
Riders Association cannot be 



covered through the city's risk 
management program for activities 
related to the wild hcH^s. 

Therefore, Tidewater Western 
Riders Association has agreed to 
obtain a rider to its general liability 
policy to cover those riders 
participating in the capture and 
return of wild horses. 

To protect horses, the city staff 
has recommoidedan amendment to 
the city ordinance prohibiting 
unauthorized individuals firom 
coming in cmitact with the horses. 
The Sandbridge Civic League is 
lobbying the General Assembly to 
have a "good Samaritan" law 
enacted to protect all interested 
parties who assist in the care and 
pres^vation of the wild horses. 

Tlie cost of a half million d}llar 
combined single aggregate 



insurance policy is $2,000 a year 
and the cost of equipment such as 
fencing, ropes, halters, animal 
medical supplies, etc., will be 
$1,000. 

The one time cost of fencing is 
estimated to be $800. In years two 
through five and succeeding years, 
the cost is estimated to be $2,200. 

The staff has recommenctedthat 
die funds be assigned to the Police 
Department Animal Conb'ol 
Division, but other options such as 
grants or the budgetary process arc 

also available. 

Henley, whose Princess Anne 
District includes Sandbridge, sakl 
diat it was a good solution and that 
Currituck County is considering a 
similar ordinance to protect the 
horses. "A lot of folks care a lot 
about these horses."

City wants stronger teeth in its 
sign, Chesapeal(e Bay ordinances

The city has laws like its sign 
ordinance and its Chesapeake Bf^ 
Reservation District (CBPD) ordinances, 
but it doesn't have the compliuice it 
would like. 

As a result the Planning Department 
has recommended amendments that will 
put a little muscle in the laws, by 
getting into the violatms' pockets. 

In the matter of signs and the 
Chesapeake Bay ordinance, the city has 
two different types of problems. 
Planning Director Robert Scott said at a 
recent City Council workshq). 

Violators of the Chesapeake Bay 
ordinance don't expect to get caught, 
while violators of the sign ordinance 
don't care. 

The staff has proposed asking the 



General Assembly for authority to 
incorporate civil penalties and civil 
charges into the CBPA ordimuice. Civil 
penalties and civil charges have been in 
use for some time, said Scott, and have 
proven effective in die enforcement of the 
city's Wetlands Act and the Coastal 
Primary Sand Dune Act. 

The Circuit Court would have the 
authority to assess a civil penalty of no 
more than $5,000 for each day of 
violation, and also would provide diat die 
CBPA Board issue an order against 
CBPA violators of not more than 
$10,000 for each violation. 

At the discretion of the court, the 
charges could be used toward rratodng 
Chesapeake Bay presovation areas widiin 
the city. If the city or its agent is the 
violator, the civil charges would be paid 



into the state treasury. 

Scott also proposed penalties for non- 
compliance concerning signs on private 
prq}erty. No hearing would be provided 
in this case. The violator would be &ied 
$100 and $150 for eack acUi^onal 
offense. 

Scott said that the Shore Drive 
Advisory Committee considered the 
problem which is at its height JM 
summer. He said three to five businesses 
on Shore Drive just dffli't care, and "we 
want them to care anda have a financial 
reason to care." 

The fine could be an additional $1,509 
every 10th day when additional citations 
goouL 

Scott said the city has put forth a great 
deal of effort in curtailing the signs — as 
many as 300 to 500 have been cxxmied. 



but many of the sign owners are strictly 
fly-by-night organizations. 

The city has found that the best way to 
go is to just pick iq) the signs. 

And that's what Councilwoman 
Margaret Eure thinks. She suggeaed 
periodically setting aside a Saturday when 
die community can "wipe die signs up." 
SJbfi said she has been removing signs 




lhe__said that she picked up soirw 
"" signs in a public right-<rf-way 
only to find that they were replaced by 
Uic same business. When she went to 
spesk to the person, she learned, she sad 
that die vioboor thought that since it was 
a public right of way she could put 
anything up. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said Uat 
some people just don't take down yanl 
sale signs.

Buckle Up 



If you're planning on driving the family to 
grandma's for Thanksgiving dinner next week, 
make sure to buckle up your children. 

That's the message of police officers who will 
be participating In another Operation ABC 
MobUizaUon the week of Nov. 23 to 29. 

Crashes are the leading cause of death to 
children, said Chief Ron Neubauer, president 
of the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 

■ Traffic crashes are the leading cause of 
death and injury to children of all races, ages 
to 15. 

■ There are one-third fewer fatalities to 
children who ride properly restrained In the 
back seat. 

■ Seat belts Increase the chance of surviving 
a crash by nearly 45 percent. 

■ Child safety seats, properly installed, 
reduce the risk of death by 69 percent for 
infants, and 47 percent for toddlers. 

"The possibility of being stopped and 
ticketed Is one method to motivate adults to 
protect their kids and always ensure that 
they use appropriate seat restraints," he said. 

For the second time this year, more than 
5.000 law enforcement agencies will conduct 
child safety checkpoints, saturation patrols 
and/or focus on child passenger safety 
violations during routine patrols throughout 
the week. 

Officers will also check out adult belt law 
violations. Mounting research shows that 
adult belt use is the strongest predictor of 
child restraint use. 

Many Americans understand the benefits of 
seat belts and child restraints. Forty-nine 
states mandate seat belt use. But only 69 
percent of adults and 60 percent of children 
buckle up when they get Into a car, van or 
truck. 

Janet Dewey, executive director of the Air 
Bag & Seat Belt Safety Campaign, said, "Each 
year, six out of 10 children who die In crashes 
are unbelted. Nearly half of them would have 
survived If they'd been properly restrained." 

Does Operation ABC Mobilization work? 
Based on last May's results, it does: 

■ The last mobilization effort convinced six 
million additional Americans to wear their 
seat belts. 

■ Traffic fatalities dropped by 35 percent 
over the busy holiday weekend. 

■ If the new seat belt users continue to 
wear their belts, an estimated 670 lives may 
be saved over the course of just one year. 

If you need another good reason to buckle 
up, take a look Into your children and 
grandchildren's eyes. And consider a world 
without them. - C.A.N.

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South experience Democratic surge

The Democratic Party in the 
South is rising again. Eveiyviiiere 
that is, except in Virginia. 
Democrats made history in more 
ways than one in last week's mid- 
term elections. 

Americans tired of a Congress 
more busy inves.tigating tfian 
legislating and, for the flrst time 
since 1822, the President's patty 
gained seats in the U.S. House ctf 
Representatives in non-presidential 
year elections. 

Newt Gingrich, the man who 
said this spring that he would 
mention the Lewinsky matter in 
every speech, the man who 
authorized $10 million in attack 
adsfeabiring the Lewinsky scandal, 
blamed the press for playing the 
matter up. Tlie Republican gambit 
backfired. 

One place in piulicular 
Republicans attacked President 
Clinton with no success was the 
South. In fact. Democrats made 
impressive gains, and are showing 
signs of reversing the Rq)ublican 
tide that has been sweeping the 
South since die advent of thE civil 
rights movement. 

In neighboring North Carolina, 
the voters turned out freshman 
Republican U.S. Sen. Lauch 
Faircloth. Faircloth spent millions 
of dollais on television advertising, 
attacking his opponent for being a 
"libCTal" and tried to tie him to Bill 
Clinton. North Carolinians lodced 
beyond labels and turned instead to 
Haircloth's record of cutting taxes 
for the weatlhy and cutting 
Medicare for senior citi^ns. The 
land of Jesse Helms has just elected 
a Democrat to the U.S. Sensoe. 



While a Democratic win has been 
rare in North Carolina lately, it has 
been downright non-existent in 
South Carolina in the 1990. All 
that was to change on the night of 
the Democratic surge, U.S. Sen. 
Fritz HoUings, the only Democrat 
standing in the Palmetto state, 
was targeted by the Rqiublican 
leadership for political oblivion. 

The hit man was to be young 
Bob Inglis, a disciple of die 
CtviAian Coalition and member of 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
who has been calling for the 
overthrow of the President. 

In a great moment of candor and 
cluity on the campaign trail, Fritz 
Hollings, perhaps one of the moe 
conservative Democrats in the 
Senate, called Inglis "a damn 
skunk." Hollings won with wide 
support and a comfortable margin. 

South Carolina's incumbent 
Republican Gov. David Beasdy, 
another favorite of Pat Robertson, 
was sent to political purgatory by 
the voters. Beasley opposed new 
funding for education and South 
Carolinians rejected tired labels 
used against the Democrats and 
elected Democrat Jim Hodges as 
their next governor. 

The tide rolled on into Alabama, 
with Democrat Don Seigehnan 
defeating the darling of the 
Republican Right, now former 
Gov. Fob James. Geofgians refuted 
to elect their first Republican 
governor and were happy to instal 
Democrat Roy Bames in the job. 

The key to the Democrats 
success in the South is the 
promotion of moderate cfflididates 
and the creation of an electoral 
message widi appeal that 
transcends race. Democratic 



cadidates in the South are gaining 
90 percent or better of the African- 
American vote. Democrats are also 
holding their own with white 
voters who are political 
indqiendents. 

Look at a map of the South right 
now and you will notice a pattern. 
The states that elected Democrats 
are Alabama, Georgia, South 
Carolina and North Carolina. Whm 
state is next? By geography, it is 
Virginia. 

Is Virginia ready for a 
Democratic resurgence? It might 
be, if Virginia Democrats run 
moderate candidates who are ready 
to focus on issues like lowering 
class sizes, making college 
affordable, equalizing school 
funding across the state and tax 
fairness for wwking people. 

Hastings Wyman of "The 
Southern Political Reporter" spots 
an opportunity for Southern 
Democrats because of the lack of a 
Republican agenda. 

"The OOP's tried an true issues 
— race, free enteqnises and anti- 
communism have all but 
disappeared." said Wyman. Into die 
policy void Virginia Democrats 
must step if they hope to govern 
apin. 

If Virginia Democrats are ready 
to place themselves squarely on the 
side of the working fafflttlcsOf tftfe 
state, pushing for better education 
and no more special privileges fiv 
the wealthy, then they might just 
join the Democratic surge in the 
South.

Up close and personal 
(Bmce CcMl: Uplifting

"It's just brute strengUi." said Bruce 
Cahill, who took fu-st place at die Am^;an 
Adiletic Unim's (AAU) Pow^lifting Cham- 
pionships held at Disney World's Wide 
World of Sports Complex last monA. 

He was talking about competing "raw" in 
die 198-pound Moi's Raw Divisitxi. 

Competitors in the raw division can (xdy 
wear a wrestling singlet and weight-lifting 
belt. The odier division, assisted, allows 
special knee wnqis and odm^ clodiing. 

When Cahill first competed in 1974, 
"They didn't call it raw," said die athlete. 

Originally die Chesapeake physical edu- 
cation teacher became involved in 
weighUifting b«;ause foodiall injuries kept 
him off the college team. 

Bodi in high school and college he was 
used to practicing at 3 p.m. each day. 

"I had never had nothing to do at 3 pjn. 
before," said Cahill. 

So he walked into the weight room and 
started lifting. It wasn't until odio' liftns ap- 
proached him dim he learned he was good. 
"I didn't kiKiw how strong I was." te said. 
Cahill got out of compeddcm in die 1980s, 
explaining diat the use of qiecial wraps was 
getting out of hand. 

He said. "I felt it wasn't true weightlifUng 
anymwe." 

The use of drugs to get results also bodi- 
eredhim. 

"I knew too many people doing steroids, 
shooting needles and taking pills. I just 
wasn't into diat stuff," $aid Cahill. 

Last year around the holiday season, he 
and his 8-year-old son. Jeremiah, were 
putting onuunents away in die attic. 

"My little boy saw tlie tro|)hies and asked 
me why I don't compete anymne," he said. 
He explained to Jeremiah why he had left 
competition, including his concerns about 
die use of drugs. 

His son said, "I really would like U) see 
you lift (me day." 

After stepping by a Barnes and Noble 
book store, he picked up a magazine on 
poweriifting and realized diere would be a 
state meet in April. 

He decided to enter and discovered the 
AAU had two types of competition: raw and 
assisted. He found that "raw" competitim 
was how he trained, so he altered that divi- 

skm. 

Unlike competition in die 1980s, aU com- 
petitors aije tested itx dni^s. Cahill was in 
hisgkxy. 

"I know I lifted it on my own and diug- 
free," saki die worM chmirion powerlifter. 

He surprised himself by winning his class 
at die state meet 

So did his wife, who had decided to take 
up poweriifting to keep him company. 

They bodi qualified for die national com- 
petition held in Inglewood. Calif, in July. 

Cahill expected to get bounced. 

Instead, he and his wife, Maureen, bodi 
won again. 

"After you win that, it qiodifies you to 
rqiresent die United States." he »plained. 

Back in school, he said he didn't have 
much time to prepare fw the worid champi- 
onship competition. 

Not only did he and Maureen win their 
events, he also set a new AAU record in 
beiuh press and dead lift 

"To win you have to m^e one of ev^- 
diing." said Cahill. 

Competitors had three chances to do 
squats, die bench press and dead lift. The 
best scores from each event are totalled to 
determine the overall winno'. 

Cahill went up against 14 competiton 
from around die world. He lifted 390 pounds 
in die squat competition. 300 pounds in die 
bench i^ess mA 520 pounds in die dead lift. 

Most people can't imagine lifting even 
half (rf what C^ill has. Yet he's reserved 
abcNJt what he has accomplished. 

"I dMi't feel like I've hit my peak yet to 
brag about it," said die worM-class competi- 
tor. "I keep diiiridng I should be doing as 
well as when I was IS ye»s youn^." 

For Cahill. sharing die triumpte widi bis 
wife and kni have meant more than win- 
ning. 

"Jeremuh's had Uw time of his life going 
to these places. He had his first airplane 
ride," he said. "He loved the worid champi- 
onships. He met really neat people from 
armind die vrarld." 

Fw Cahill. g^ng back to bases in txm- 
petiUm was encouraging.

The Department of Social 
Services announced that is is 
expanding its Virginia Beac^ 
Mediation Service System to 
provide mediators to assist in 
dispute resolutions for citizens 
within Virginia Beach. Previously, 
the mediation program was 
available primarily for family 
disputes and human resource 
issues. 

Mediation is a dispute resolution 
process in which a neutral third 
person promotes communication 
betweo) the p^es to enable them 
to develop their own solution to 
the dispute. 

The mediator does not make 
(tecisions for the parties. This is a 
key di^erence between mediation 
and other dispute resoluticm 
processes such as arbitration or 
negotiated s^ements. 

"We believe that Virginia Beach 
residents should have all forms of 
dispute resolution available to 
Uiem. Mediation is a resource that 
can often resolve disputes btfore 
people feel they need to resort to 
lawsuits," said Karen Asaro, a 
certified mediator in Social 
Services. 

Cases appropriate for mediation 
include situations in which: 

■ Parties have an ongoing 
relationship; 

■ Parties have had a significant 
past relationship; 

■ Communication problems 
exist between the parties; 

■ Parties want to tailor a 
solution and control the situation; 

■ Privacy is important; 

■ Parties have an incentive to 
settle their dispute because of time, 
cost or a drain on productivity. 

Cases that are not ^>propriatefor 
mediation include those in which a 



party wants to establish a 1^ 
inecedent, a party cannot negodaie 
for him or h^self, a party's ability 
to protect his or ha interest is 
impaired by physical or 
psychological abuse or if die 
inequity of knowledge between the 
parties is extreme. 

The Virginia Beach Mediation 
Service System began mediating 
its first community dispute this 
week. This dispute involves the 
residenu of Sherry Park and 
authorities of St. K^lhew'i 
School, who will begin vraikhtg 
together to develop a mutually- 
acx^t^le resolution to the nffic 
issues associated with enrollment 
growth at the school. Hie impaae 
between residents and the achod 
reached City Council in SqXember 
when St. Matthews smight 
permission to build a pre-school. 

The advantages of mediation in 
this situation, and others, accwdmg 
to Asaro, are that, "communication 
is improved, creative aolutiaas 
may be devekq)ed,and the poties 
have greater ownership of the 
agreement since they reach the 
agreement themselves rather thai 
having something imposed upra 
them." 

Mediation also reduces the time 
and expense associated with 
litigation and gives the parties 
skills they can use to leaolve 
disputes in the future. 

Although this first community 
mediation situation involves two 
groups, Asaro points out that this 
process can be just as useful for 
individuals. 

"Neighbors who are having a 
dispute they cannot resolve, 
disputes between two pec^le in the 
wwkplace or at Kshool, are just a 
few examples of where innovative 



dispute resolution me^anisms, 
like medittion, can be used." Aaaro 
said. "The parties must be willing 
to woric with a mediator and must 
be willing to take responsibility 
for uid ownwsh^) of die solution." 
she said. 

Referrals for mediation may 
come from virtually any souoe 
including civic leagues, 
community organizations, city 
departmenu or elsewhere. All 
referrals will be screened fir 
aiq;«opriateness and matclwd with 
mediators whose skills and 
expwtise are suited to the type of 
confUct involved 

The Virginia Beach Dqiartmem 
of Social Services has been 
ivoviding family mecUation 
sovices for more than 18 years, ^ 
with 80 percent of the paitkipants 
resolving custody, visitation and 
child iappon diqwtes in mediation 
ratho'than having the Court settk 
maoen in lengthy litigation. 

Currently, a cadre of about 40 
persons, city employees and 
community puticipants, have been 
trained as mediators. All mediators 
have at least a bachelor's degree or 
relevant life experience, and have 
participated in mediation training 
as well as an orientation to the 
Virginia Judicial System. All 
mediation sessions will be 
conducted by at least one certified 
mediator. 

All mediation sessions and case 
files are confittential, unless the 
parties agree to disclose the 
information. Final medittion 
agreonsits are not confidential, 
however.

Fred Hazelwood, park district 
manager, said in an earlier 
interview that the upgrades at First 
Landing are intended to give the 
public a better understanding of the 
park's bay site, which is the firet 
opportunity many visitors 
u^veling south-bound on Route 13 
have to visit the bay. 

The Chesapeake Bay Center will 
be christened in late April, near the 
anniversary date for the first 
English landing at Cape Henry in 
1^7, according to Thumm. 

English settlers, under the 
leadership of Captain John Smith, 
first landed here before sailing 
further up the bay to Jamestown. 

The improvements at First 
Landing also include mcxe 
restrooms, handuapped-accessible 
ramps, new park offices, a covered 
pavilion and satellite office for the 
City's Convention and Visitor's 
Bureau. 

Funds to upgrade the park came 
partly from a $613 million bond 
package approved in 1992. Mae 
than $1.3 million of that amount 
has been spent at First Landing, 
and the city's capital improvement 
program also conuibuted funds for 
the visitor center's interior. 

The facility will include a 
classroom and an area for historical 
and environmental exhibits. 

More theater and symphony 
per^rmances^e ^xpectedat the 
amphitheata next spring, it is part 
of an ongoing effort by city 
tourism officials, state {»rfc 
managers and regional business to 
promote envircMimentally-friendly 
recreational and educational 
activities in Virginia Beach. 

Visitors can obtain a self-guided 
brochure of Southeastern Virginia's 
ecological areas. An ecotourism 
symposium, scheduled each spring 
at the VMSM is planned partly to 
alert private and public officials to 
the opportunities for ecotourism 
here. 

Locally, a group of tour 
operators and public agencies, 
including the Virginia Beach 
Department oi Parks and 
Recreation have formed the 
Virginia Ecotourism Association 
to promote nature-based travel in 
Virginia.

Thanksgiving is a native tradition

Many of us regard Thanksgiving 
as the quintessential Ameikm 
holiday — and, periuq)s. rightly so. 
While it certainly seems that 
America has always ofierved 
Thanksgiving Day, it has been a 
tradition for far longer than most 
might ever have suspected 

Centuries before the first 
Europeans made any serious 
attempt to settle in the New World, 
the AJgonquian-spealdng Powhatan 
Indians had established a tradition 
of thanksgiving in what, today, is 
called Virginia. The 34 tribes that 
constituted the Powhatan nation 
covered the entire coast of today's 
commonwealth. 

While historians have estimated 
that the local native population 
ranged from a low 13,000 to a high 
of 70,000 people, Powhatan 
tradition, handed down from 
generation to generation, has set 
the peak population figure at 
200,000. 

Along both banks of the Yoik 
and James rivers, the shores of the 
Chesapeake Bay, and various 
ancillary iributaries, the Powhatans 
had established thriving towns and 
villages throughout the Tidewater 
region. Among their settlements 
were the Pamunkey, Powhatan, 
Chiskiack, Weyanock, Kecough- 
tan, Quiyoughcohannock, 
Paspahegh, Arrohateck, Waras- 
koyack, and A{q»mattock. 

The town of Warowocwnocoon 
Purtan Bay in Gloucester County, 
for a time, served as the capital of 
the Powhatan chiefdoms. 

The Powhatan people hunted, 
fished, and cultivated crops to 
provide themselves with a hearty 
diet throughout the year. They 
hunted white-tail deer, dudes, 
turkeys and geese for meat, dwy 
harvested a variety of shellfish and 
s:ale fish from the freshwater rivers 
and from the bay, and they 



cultivated a variety of com, beans, 
pumpkins, and melons during their 
three planting seasons. 

In addition to hunting and 
cultivating crops, the Powhatans 
also harvested nuts, acosas, berries, 
fruits and roots that grew wild to 
use as nutritional supplements. 

Thanksgiving wasn't something 
that the Powhatans mariced just 
once a year. It was a daily 
observance acctvding to Shirley 
"Little Dove" Custak)w McGowan, 
a Native Amoican artisan, lecture-, 
and educator of the Mattaponi tribe. 

"We knew where our bounties 
came from and we were a thankful 
people," she emphasized. 

"It was daily — every day. All 
the people in the village, from the 
eldest to the very youngest would 
gather within our sacred circle to 
give thanks to the Great Spirit of 
all creation for our bounty," 
McGowan explained. "So 
thanksgiving was a daily, on-going 
thing for our pec^le." 

Game was plentiful, the land was 
fertile, and the climate mild. Native 
Americans of coastal Virginia were 
blessed with abundance and were 
apfxeciatiye of their good fortune. 

When the Powhatan men went 
hunting, the animals were brought 
back to the hunting camp where 
they would be skinned, the hi^ 
de-fleshed, dried, and rolled up until 
they could be transported to the 
village. 

All of the meat would be cut up 
into little pieces and smoked above 
a hardwood fire (xi a smoking rack 
to i^eserve it. The bones would be 
cleaned and the tendons stripped, 
washed, dried and bundkd togedier. 
All the antlers would also be 
bunched together. Everything was 
utilized, and there was little — if 
any — waste. 

The hunting party would haul all 
the meat and raw matoials to die 
village where the women would 
put the dried meat away and |riaoe

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die unfinished products into storage 
houses. 

Powhatan men were 
exceptionally skilled at hunting and 
fishing as well as preserving die 
game. While the men were 
ei^ged in hunting, the Powitatmi 
women cultivated crc^s ami tended 
the hearth aid home. 

"The men never \mA to wony 
when they were away from the 
village; diey knew the vramen were 
ca^le of taking eve of the home 
fnmt," McGoww noted. 

Women did die farming tuid coukl 
plmt an acre to an acre and a half 
of crops per person in the village, 
but the men cleared the land, the 
virgin forest, for them. It vtm 
saraiuous work. 

McGowan observed, "Our mai 
would iK}t let us do hard or heavy 
wwk which wouU be harmfiil to 
OB saaed bodies thm gave life." 

The Powhatans used the slash 
and bum method to fell trees Ih^ 
were so large that it would tfce 
close to a (tozen men to leadi 
momAoimvxt. 

"That wmild be hard, dai^erous 
work even today with modem 
tedmilogy' chsav^ McGowm. 
'Ova men cleared the land md 
^tthsnl saplinp to te 
longhouses while we pAcred 
marsh r^ds and graces fa 



In the Powhatan village, diere 
was family tog^teme^, haimony, 
and social cooperatitm. Thepeofde 
of the village woriced hand-in-hand, 
and each was exp«;tedto make a 
contribution. 

"We look up to our men widi 
great respect and honor because 
they are our leaders and protectcH^" 
said McGowan. "In return, they 
mvacoix us with the highest regard

Powhatans. it seems, held dieir 
priorities and values in a hnton<^<irf, 
rational perqjective. 

"I diink Arnoica should ^t bac^ 
to the daily tradition (tf 
thanksgiving," McGowan 
contended. She is convinced diat if 
we had "dianksgiving ui oar hearts, 
living there all the time" ditt 
Americans as a people would be 
appreciative of all things aid 
willing to share them with peqrie 
of other cultures. 

"Not just at Christnu^ time or 
Thanksgiving or Easter but every 
day. Tliat. to me, is the meaning 
of dianksgiving," McGowan said. 

Respect for the earth, gratttMie 
for its tounty, family hanrnxiy, 
and a social coisciouwess have 
Itxig beenuiong die tsiantstrffte 
I^jwhatim culture. Tta Powhatans, 
it seems, held dieir pioriti^ nd 
values in l»lttK%. Th»v was a 
symmetry in the Powtaian 
civilization that many Me as 
lacldng in conmnpwary soc^y. 
AiiKrkans of today could lean 
something torn d« frtt 
Americans abont ^ric^ta^ 
A^rBKc, iM locild iM^ioB.

Paxson said her office is seeing mwe 
serious crimes committed at youngo' 
ages. The crimes usually involved 
domestic violence instead of gang 
activity. 

La Porta and Paxson were among ttose 
who participated at the Nov. 17 forum 
for the police department's Second 
Precinct Citizens' Advisory Committee. 
A panel of professionals working with 
youngsters in and outside of schools 
spoke to about 40 citizens at the Virginia 
Beach Fire Training Center, 927 Birdneck 
Rd. 

The officials agreed that, aldiough 
Virginia Beach has been spared the 
school tragedies that have hit odier 
communities, the potential for violence 
exists here. 

To avert such crimes, they said, the 
community should take jseventive 
measures, intervene when signs of 
trouble occur and be prepared to act 
quuklyifitdoes. 

Capt. James Cerveraof die Second 
Precinct, which serves northeaston 
Virginia Beach, said police take rqxxts 
of guns seriously. In a recent incident, a 
gun confiscated from a young residoit 
turned out be a pellet gun, but die 
depaftment often encounters the real 
thing. 

"In the past two weeks we've taken 
seven guns off the street," Cervera said. 
"Two of those were from people under 
the age of 18." 

While Virginia Beach doesn't have 
serious gang or violent crime problons, 



"no kid should have to go to school 
feeling afraid," he said. 

A full-time police officer, known as a 
school resource officer, works at eadi 
middle and high school. The c^Bcers 
instruct students and serve as role models 
as well as enforce the law. The schools 
also employ a security assistant wto 
monitors those going in or out of the 
buildings. And each school is equq)ped 
widi a police radio. 

In her job as a school resource cffica, 
Kelly Morris tries to show sbidents 
alternatives to violence. She helps 
operate a three-day program c^Ded 
Choices, Options and C(Misequences fix* 
ninth grade students. 

"We educate them about die realities (rf 
gun violence," she said 

The students learn about die medkai 
and legal realities of guns from a trauma 
surgeon, police officer and prosecutor. 
The program dispels myths that being 
shot doesn't hurt or that shooting 
someone won't get students in serious 
trouble because they're under the l^al 

"We give them true scenarios and taili 
about what else they could have done, 
what choices they have and how thtt 
could have change Uie outcome," Mtxris 
said. "We've had great feedback fiom 
kids. They say diey've never thought 
about that, sid they're going to tell their 
friends to give up their gims and tell tteir 
folks to lock up their guns."

Eal^@ Cape Flynn answers 
to the call of the wild

Russell "False Cape" Flynn and Buck, 
John Thornton's canine companion in 
Jack London's classic novel "TTie Call of 
die Wild," are kindred spirits. 

While the distinct howl of die wolf 
calls Buck, the seductive whisper of 
nature beckons Flynn. Ultimately, of 
course, each finds his summons to retian 
to the wild irresistible. 

After proving himself fit to enduie 
against man, beast, and the sevoe 
environment of die Yukon, Buck shakes 
off divilization and reverts to an untamed 
state witii a wolfpack near die Klondike 
Rivw in northwestern Canada. 

Flynn, on the odier hand, answers die 
call of nature's dominion in cs6a to teep 
in touch with his soul. FrequenUy, 
Flynn's compulsion to return to die 
wilderness steers him through Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge into Virginia's 
feral False Cape State Park. 

"This, the fall season, is m 
unbelievable time of year at False Cape," 
Flynn observed. "This is die time of year 
to be here, eqiecially with die wcih» 
die way it is toiday; even the persimmons 
should be ripe diis weekend." 

For the last 12 years, Flynn has been 
responding regularly to the allure Of 
False Cape State Park on the Mudiem 
fringe of Virginia Beach. 

Visiting False Cape is an invigorating 
experience, according to Flynn. During 
his repeated visits, the natural 
surroundings produce a feeling of 
effervescence in him. 

"For some reaa>n, evoy time that I go 
back to Fal% Cape I return rejuvemted," 
he explained. 

"At first," Flynn said, "I would only 



go diree w four times a year." 

For the last eight years, Flynn's 
sojourns into the False Cape wilckaness 
have been much mwe frequent. "I've been 
going, as often as I can, probably 20 to 
40 times a year." 

This year he has made die pilgrimage 
to False Cape every Sunday since June. 

"I don't look at that as being eccentric," 
he said. 

Flynn regards his excursions as 
physical and mental exercise. Of course, 
the feeling of revitalization he 
experiences and the wonder of die park's 
natural habitat only oihance his affection 
for die place. 

"I feel that there is a pristineness here 
(False Cape) diat you can't findanywhoe 
else that Fve been" he claimed. And he 
has been around — Yellowstone, Grand 
Teton, Grand Canyon. 

"False Cape seems to be the world that 
it was a million years ago, and I'm drawn 
to diat," he admitted. 

Flynn's solitary journeys through the 
park insulate him temporarily from die 
rest of the world. The peacefulness that 
the park furnishes provides Flynn with 
somediing to howl about. 

"There are times Uiat I'm been walking 
down that beach and feel that I'm die 
only fason left on earth," he grinned. "I 
like the feeling — diat solitude — diat 
you sometimes get out here. This beach 
lot*s as if it goes on forever." 

At times, Flynn has felt like si 
intruder, especi^ly when he has se&a 
frightened animals take flight when diey 
encouiUO'him unexpectedly. But that has 
changed «>mewliat over dK years.

Be a force for change 

The Virginia Department of Health Is Joining 
organizations around the world to promote 
World AIDS Day Tuesday. 

"Be a Force for Change" Is this year's slogan. 
The national theme for the Uth annual 
observance advocates that teen-agers and 
young adults can play a critical role in HIV 
prevention. 

"Young adults may not have HIV. but their 
parents may." said Susan Pollard, a 
spokesperson for the Division of STD/AIDS for 
the Health Department. 

"Also, we see a leirge number of young adults 
with STDs (sexually transmitted diseases). 
STDs are markers for trends of where HIV 
cases will be," she explained. 

Human Immunodeficiency Virus causes 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS). It destroys the Immune system so the 
body can't fight off diseases. 

HIV can Infect men, women and children of 
all races. It is not who you are, but what you 
do that increases the risk of being Infected. 

HIV can be passed from person to person 
when an individual has unprotected sex with 
a partner who has the virus. The virus can be 
passed by vaginal, anal or oral sex in blood, 
semen and vaginal secretions. 

In Virginia, the percentage of HIV cases 
contracted through heterosexual contact 
continues to Increase. In 1997, heterosexual 
contact was the second most common 
transmission mode for all cases of HIV. 

For young adults between the ages of 15 and 
24, heterosexual contact was the most 
common route for HIV transmission, 
accounting for 34 percent of HIV cases, an 
Increase of II percent over 1990 rates of 
infection. 

Last year, Virginia reported 996 cases of HIV 
and 1,175 cases of AIDS. Although the state is 
seeing a decUne in reported HIV/AIDS cases, 

minorities continue to be disproportionately 
affected. 

In 1997, African Americans represented 71 
percent of the HIV cases and 62 percent of 
the AIDS cases. Caucasians represented 24 
and 33 percent, respectively. 

The best way for anyone to avoid contracting 
HIV is to avoid having sex and not using 
injectable drugs. 

If you are sexually active: 

■ Maintain a monogamous (one-to-one) 
relationship with an uninfected partner. 

■ Use a new latex condom correctly every 
time you have sexual contact of any kind, 
especially if you have more than one partner. 

If you use injectable drugs: 

■ Try to stop. 

■ Use only your own needles 

■ Clean needles before each use with full 
strength household bleach, if you do share 
them.

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Casting critical eye on tobacco execs

Almost all of the SO states have 
to date brought lawsuits against the 
major tobacco companies, hoping 
to be reimbursed for the damage to 
the health of their citizens caused 
by cancer developed by smoking 
tobacco. 

Tobacco has played a major part 
in the economic development of 
Virginia, and the tobacco farmers 
and factory workers of this com- 
monwealth are some of the hardest- 
working people undor the sun. 

However, new information has 
surfaced that should cause all 
Virginians to cast a critical eye at 
the decision-making of tobacco 
company executives, who 
apparently had knowledge of the 
addictive qualities of cigarettes, 
enhanced the addictive power of the 
product and conducted market 
research targeted at teenagers. 

In the recent tobacco lawsuit in 
the state of Minnesota formerly 
secret information came to light as 
the state and Minnesota Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield subpoenaed once- 
secret corporate documents. Here 
are some of the startling findings. 

"I believe the thing we sell most 
is nicotine." said Thomas Ostkne, 
Phillip Morris' director of research, 
in a 1980 memo. In a 1992 memo 
from another Phillip Morris 
official entided. "When NKOtine is 
not Nicotine," an official discussed 
smokers* different reactions when 
extra nicotine was sprayed on 
cigarette filler. The project was 
halted in 1994. 

A 1990 memo from tobicco 



company researchers stated that 
their work had, "shown there are 
optimal cigarette nicotine deliveries 
for producing the most favwable 
physiological and behavioral 
responses." The cigarette 
executives privy to these memos 
must have understood that nicotine 
is a drug and cigarettes are the 
delivery vehicle. 

It is well past time 
for tobacco 
executives to join 
initiatives at the 
state and federal 
level to fight teen 
smoking at every 
turn. 



Most disturbing from the memos 
was the focus on teenagers as a 
market lex tobacco use. One 1979 
Phillip Morris memo stated, 
"Marlboro dominates in the 17 and 
younger category, capturing over 
50 percent of this market" They 
call teens too yoAng to anoke a 
"maikcL" 

The memo develqied the ideactf 
a marketing plan expanding what 
was then an eight-year focus on 
spring and summer breaks cA 
young people. "For two to three 
weeks during the spring and 
summer breaks, the sales force 
promotes heavily at point of sale. 
Marllwro T-shirts, visors, etc., arc 



given away at the beach, bars and 
other hand outs." 

The memo went on to suggest 
sending ISO samplers to beaches, 
shopping centers and other 
"markets of opportunity." 

Myron Johnson, a researcher for 
a major tobacco company, wrote in 
a 1981 memo that he was 
concerned about the shrinking 
numlia- of IS to 19-year-olds in the 
U.S. and that this was a key reason 
for a slowdown in Mariboro sales. 

Johnson said, "It was my 
contention that Marlboro's 
phenonenal growth rate in the past 
has been attributable in large part 
to our high market penetratk)n 
among young smokers." Further 
memos discuss in detail teen-age 
smoking habits and preferences 
including the use of ammonia in 
cigarettes. 

The release of this information 
that had been kept secret by 
tobacco executives should be 
troubling to Virginians. It is the 
law in Virginia that cigarettes 
should not be sold to minors. The 
law applies equally to those in the 
boardroom as well as those behind 
the counter. 

It is well past time for tobacco 
executives to join initiatives at the 
state and federal level to fight teen 
smoking at every turn. Keq)ing 
addictive substances away firom our 
children is right for Virginia.

If he can go into space at 77, 
I have plenty of time to worry about 
getting older. And besides, I have 
family that will help me if I need it" 
Again, congratulations if you have 
family, but consider this: after you 
reach age 65 you can«xpect to live an 
average of 17 mwe years. 

A famous gerontoiogist once said, 
"Growing old is not for sissies." 

People face more changes between 
the ages of 60 and 70 than they did as 
teen-agers. Financial security, retire- 
ment, new roles at home, health care, 
leisure and a lifestyle without the 
routine of work are issues that re- 
quire careful planning.

After school, police officers woric 
with Seatack Recreation Center to 
keep children off the streets, said 
Raymond Wiggins, reaealion 
supervise for the center. 

Through the Police Athletic 
League, officers participate in 
activities with students and help 
them with homework, r^iforcing 
what they've learned in Khool. 
About 80 youngsters between the 
ages of 6 and 18 are invdved. 

The center also offws a peer- 
mentoring program targeted at 14- 
to 15-year-olds to provide them 
with positive role models. In that 
program, the tecn-agCTs learn self- 
defense, goal-setting skills and 
ways to devdq) positive 
relationships. 

Tim Jackson, security 
coordinator for the Virgiiiia Bcadi 
School Division, said such 
preventive programs are important, 
but schools must be prqxBedto act 
if a crisis occurs. 

"There are two kinds of schools," 
Jackson said. "Those that have 
experience with a crisis and those 
that will." 

That's why each Virginia Beach 
school has (tevelc^jed an anergency 
response plan. In a small school in 
Florida with such a plan, an 
assistant principal was able to give 
orders on her hand-held radio while 
she lay bleeding on the school 
cafeteria flow after being shot. She 
knew what to do because a plan 
was in place, Jaclocm said. 

When violence occurs, the 
Virginia Beach Commonwealth's 
Attorney office will prosecute the 
juvenile offender, Paxson said. Her 
team of juvenile prosecutors 
encounters so many gun cases that 
the office has develqjed policies on 
how to handle them. 

The state in the past few years 
has passed laws allowing juveniles 
to be tried as adults on felony 
charges for possessing guns so her 
office pursues those cases in adult 
court. 

Paxon said juvenile prosecutos 
have not seen many gang-related 
crimes this year.

Sgt. La Porta, who monitcM^ 
gang activity, said Virginia Beach 
doesn't have gangs under the state 
definiuon, which classifies a gang 
as a group involved in regular 
criminal activity. Instead, city 
police encounter what he called 
"wanna-be" gangs. The beach, he 
said, is not immune to vidmce 
because it's an affluent 
neighborhood. 

"The biggest myth is that gangs 
are the result of the socioeconomic 
area," La Porta said. "The reasons 
kids join gangs are the same 
reasons that kids are at risk." 

Teen-agers join gangs because 
they seek attention, love and 
affection, Cervera said. They want 
to belong to a group and they want 
protection firom others. 

The officers said cirizens should 
look for signs of gang activity, 
such as graffiti and call police if 



they find it. Police will try to 
intopret die writing and covct it up 
before others see it. 

La Porta said the decline in gang 
activity is the result of programs 
started several years ago. Cwvera 
credited community policing 
efforts. 

Although attendance of citizens' 
advisory committee meetings has 
been less than officials would like 
the sessions help improve 
communication between citizens 
and the department, they said. 

The group meets on the third 
Wednesday of each month excqx 
for December. Four times a year, 
the committee schedules larger 
public forums, such as the one on 
youth violence.

Whether he is walking a deer 
trail, tracking red foxes, staring 
down wild horses, or simply 
birdwatching, Flynn rarely feels 
like an interloper any more. He 
believes that the wildlife accepts 
his presence to a degree and 
suspects that some of the park's 
wild inhabitants might actually 
recognize him. 

At one time die seagulls used to, 
fly as Flynn approached. Now, 

some species find it unnecessary to 
take wing.

They know that I'm not 
going to bodier 'em," he dieoriz^. 
Flynn is certainly no recluse; he 
is, by his own admission a voy 
social person. Sometimes, 
however, he enjoys being by 
himself.

Flynn knows a lot of people 
share his interest in solitude. He 
believes that the need for constant 
social interaction decreases as a 
people become content widi 
themselves.

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Getting the dirt at art center's 
solo exhibit of James Croalc 



The CcHitemporary Art Cent^ <rf 
Virginia presents the first solo 
museum exhibition of the work of 
James Croak Nov. 20 through Jan. 
10. 

The James Croak: Twenty- Year 
Survey will showcase more than 
50 sculptures created from a range 
of materials — skins and taxidermy 
forms, cast dirt and skinlike latex. 
Croak's sculptures transform 
historical and cultural rtferences 
into viscerally powerful statements 
that unblinkingly reveal the 
anesthetized consciousness of 
modem humankind. 

James Croak has developed a 
powerful body of work over the 
l^ist two decades. During that time, 
his unique artistic voice has 
maintained its integrity by 
avoiding the ebb and flow of 
stylistic fads. 

While remaining passionate 
about the human figure, it has been 
Croak's surprising ability to 
reinvent that passion through a 
continual exploration of new 
materials, new historical sources 
and new cultural references that has 
made his work exciting, important 
and remarkable. 

At a time when many artists are 
returning to the human figure, 
Croak stands as one of the few who 
never left it. Already widely 
recognized throughout Europe, 
Croak's reputation has been less 
widespread in the United States. 

The James Croak: Twaity-Year 
Survey will be the tost 
retrospective ever presented of this 
important artist, and will inclucfe 
representative works from all of his 
various phases, illustrating the 
development of his stylistic and 
content-related nansformatiOTS. 

The Contemporary Art Center's 
Dr. Barbara Bloemink, executive 
director and Carla Hanzal, curator, 
organized this exhibition that will 
travel nationally after its premier 
viewing at the cento'. 

Croak's work gradually evdved 
from dramatic, heroic exfffessions 
of the instinctual to more solitary 
introspective musings. By the late 
1980s, Croak abandoned working 
with skins and his exploration of 
materials led him to work with 
dirt, a material both humble aid 
accessible and purportedly 
"neutral." 

Dirt — sullied earth, urten 
detritus or decay — is base 
material; yet, the notion of fotility 
cannot be denied. Therein lies the 
paradox of much of Croak's dirt- 
based wcHk. 

More recently Croak has returned 
to the notion of "ddn" 
conceptually functioning as 
protective armor in his services 
New Skins for Coming 
Monstrosities. Inspired by 
newspaper articles chronicling 
incidents of violence and abuse, 
this series draws attention to the 
many situations that call for 
camouflage and protection finom the 
"danger zone" of everyday life. 

Devoid of the human figure. 
Interpersonal Relationship Suit, 
1995, is a life-sized cast latex form 
encrusted with stones. This suit 
implies that to interact with 
another is to make one vulnoable 
to psychological, physical ard 
emotional "stone throwing." 

It is wryly suggested that one 
may escape seclusion by donning 
armor already covered with stones, 
the raw skin is obscured and 
protected.

In these 
moving works, the artist 
intersperses close-up views with 



aerial views, by exhibiting the 
utilitarian detachment of high-tech 
reconnaissance gathered by 
satellite.

Turkey salad sandwiches made 
from leftover holiday turkey are 
often a highlight of the holiday 
season. 

But to make sure the leftovers we 
both safe and tasty, a Virginia 
Cooperative Extension specialist in 
food safety recommends that good 
food safety practices be used. 

"First, do not leave the turkey on 
the dinner table or buffet table too 
long," said Tim Roberts. 

The guideline is not to leave food 
out in room temperature longo- 
than two hours. 

As soon as the meal is fmished, 
put the turkey into the refrigerator 
to lower the temperature and slow 
the growth of harmful bacteria. 
Removing the meat from the bone 
is desirable to speed cooling. It 
also reduces the amount of qiace 
needed. 

If stuffing was baked inside the 
turkey, remove it and refrigerate it 
in a separate container. Pnqjared 
salads should be refrigerated 
immediately, since they are highly 
prone to spoilage. 

"Have a plan for the kilover 
turkey," Roberts said. 

Roasted turkey freezes well; 
simply slice and package it into 
portions to suit the family arel 
freeze immediately. Meat that is 
frozen right away will have a betto' 
flavor than that which is kept in 
the refrigerator for several days 
before it is frozen. 

Leftover turkey can be used in a 
variety of dishes including hash. 



croquettes, casseroles, soups, 
loaves and burgers, although those 
turkey sandwiches are always the 
most p(^ular. 

Refrigerated turkey and stuffuig 
should be used within three or four 
days and gravy and pressed salack 
within one or two days. 

"If you don't plan to use the 
leftovCTs that quickly, frwze them," 
said Roberts.
